This Statement shows an increase in 386i)-65, as compared with 18(33-01, 
under the heads of “Local Dep<3t Sales” and “Sea-imported Salt” only. The 
increase (maunds ‘75,674) under the former head, which contrasts favorably 
with the decline in the preceding seven months, was caused by larger sah^s at 
Chittagong, which may not unreasonably be attributed to an anti(jipatc^d demand 
upon the reduction of the Government stocks.

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The increase shown occurred chiefly in the Liverpool ^It. SThc increase 
in 1862-63 as compared with 1861-62 was maunds 9,55,000. From May 1864 
to April 1865 a total quantity of maunds 58,50,517 was cleared against maunds 
43,74,377 during the official year 1863-64, being an increase in the year 1864-65 
of maunds 14,70,140. The importations of this Salt had at one time declined, 
but recent advices show a very large increase in despatches from Liverpool 
sufficient to ensure an abundant supply during the current year. 

6. Sales eoh consumption in the salifeiiotts districts of Bengal and 

Orissa Statements Nos. 7 and 7 A. show the quantities of Salt sold for consump- 

tion in the saliferous districts of Bengal and Orissa during the period under report* 
as compared with the total sales of similar periods of the preceding nine years.

This falling off in the sales is apparent 
only upon a comparison of the totals of the two periods, for, while the decrease 
in the sales during the first seven months of the .period under report, as 
compared with those in the corresponding months of the previous year, araounled 
to maunds 32,826, there was an actual increase of maunds 25,678 in the 

following i wolve months, as compared with the sales in the previous year.

7. Statements Nos. 8 and 8 A. of Salt attached, released, and confiscated in 
Bengal and Orissa exhibit a decrease under tho two first, and a slight increase 
under the last head, during the period under report, as compared wdth the 

corresponding nineteen months, as shown 
in the Abstract Statement given in the 
margin. The proportion of releases to 
attachments is about th(5 same in both 
periods. It is w^orthy of note that while 
the attachments deer(^•^se(l, the confisca- 
tions increased notwithstanding some large 
releases made under spiicial circumstances, such as ignorance of parties infring- 
ing the Law, no fraud being intended, seizure under the new Act before it had 
come into force, &c. 

8. Orissa Agencies. — The documentary sales in the Cuttack Pjpovince 

amounted to ^ maunds 
5,97, 501 against maunds 
7,43,511 in the nine- 
teen months from 1st 
October 1862 to 30th 
April 1864, as shown 
in the margin, being 

a decrease of maunds 1,46,010. The quantities sold in the province for

It will he seen from tliis Statement that, while the sales for local con- 
silmption in the first seven months of the period of this Ueport was less by 
maunds 28,497 than in the corresponding period of the previous year, the 
sales during the last twelve months exceeded those of tlie year 1803-64 hy 
maunds 32,398. The de(;rease in 1802-03 as compared with 1801-02, which 
amounted to maunds 13,000, is attributed by the Commissioner to smuggling 
consequent on iiicreascid retail })rices. The fact of the increase now shown, 
the increased prices (jontinuing, would tend to prove that smuggling in the 
province has now abated ; indeed the Tolice are reported to have been veiy 
vigilant during the past year, 

9. Naratnpore Depot. — Baboo Shama Chum Chattc^rjee, the Deputy Col- 
lector and Deputy ]\lagistrate of Tumlook, had charge of this Depot during 
the period under report. The manufactun} of Salt in the Tumlook Agency 
having been abolished in March 18G3, there is nothing of any imporiance 
to report which has not already been specially noticed. Tlie De])ot Golahs 
sustained gi*(?at injury during the Cyclone of the 5th October last, and a large 
quantity of Salt was washed away by the rain and inundation at thtj tim(‘. 
The loss thus caused w^as estimated at maunds 75,000 out of a storages on the 
day previous of maunds 2,00,045, as reported in my letter No. 1219, dated 
22nd December 1804. 

10. Many Sfilt-laden boats were wTccked in tlie canal adjoining the 
depot during the Cyclone, and several applications wore made by the merchants 
for re-delivery of their Salt. Two of these ajiplications only were granted, 
the rest being refused on the ground of the wrecks not being satisfactorily 
proved. 

11. The materials of the empty Golahs which were destroyed by the 
Cyclone, were sold by public auction for Rs. 1,100-4, and the Pokhtan Cutcherry 
houses for Its. 426-5-7. 

12. • The penalties incurred by the Golab Officers for the excess deficiency 
of the Salt in their charge prior to the Cyclone amounted to lis. 3,547 ‘■7, 
of which Rs. 1,474-13-6 were realized. Por the recovery of the balance, the 
Collector of Midnapore has been requested to make a rateable deduction from 
the security deposits of the several defulters. 
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13. Htugelee Depots. — ^T he charge of these dep6te was entrusted t<!> 
Mr. J. B. Pratt, the Sub-Divisional Officer at Contai, up to the 26th November 
1864, when he was relieved by Mr. A. Rattray. All the Golahs at the diflterent 
Ghdts of these dep6ts were more or less injured by the Cyclone. The loss of 
Salt on this occasion was estimated by the Officer in charge at maunds 1,55,108 
out of a stock on the preceding day of upwards of eight and a quari;er lakhs of 
maunds, as reported in my letter No. 178, dated 0th February last. No 
cornict estimate of the loss can, however, bo made until some of the Golahs 
an^ cleared. An estimate for the re-construction of these Golahs, amounting 
to Rs. 6,157-7-5, was sanctioned under Government Order No. 1509, dated 
20th April 1865, 

14. There are three cases pending for the recovery of large balances due 
from certain Ofiicers of these depots on account of excess deficiencies of Salt, 
viz . — 

I. — Doorga Churn Buxoe, late Ilead Mohurrir of Ghfit Kissennuggur, de- 
clared liable for Rs. 5,770-3-4. — Of this amoimt Bs. 2,382-7-8| remained 
unpaid, when a suit was instituted for its rpeovory. A decirco was obtained on 
the 27th August 1862, but no means of executing it have yet been found 
practicable. The case has not, however, been lost sight of, and in June last the 
Board again addrc^sscnl the Depot Officer in this and the following case, desii;ing 
him to use his best endeavours, iu concert wdth the Police, to arrest the debtors. 

II. — Esliwar Chundcr Chow'^dhry, late Pokhtan Darogah of Pergunnah 
Majnamootali, declared liabh^ for Rs. 12,627-14-9. — I'his casa originated in 
duly 1860, and there now remain duo from liim Rs. ll,123-6-4| ; stej^s 
similar to thos('. taken in the preceding case were adopted in this one and with 
similar results. 

III. — Baindhun Susmul, late Intendant, and Bissumhur Sing, late Head 
Moliurrii* of Ghat Russoolpore, dc^elared liabh; for an excess deficiency of 
maunds (503-1. — As the security deposits of these parties amount to Rs. 6,000, 
this claim has been allowed to remain iu suspense until the clearance of the 
remaining portion of the Salt that was in their charge. 

15. A small building which had been previously attached to the Hidgeloe 
Agency, and which was abandoned in May 1863 by Mr. Cunliffe, then Salt 
Agent, in favor of his ScrishtaJar without any authority from either the Govern- 
ment or the Board, was recovered in June 1864 by Mr. Pratt, and sold on ac- 
count of Government in Deoembor following for Rs. 330. 

Chittagong Depot. — Since the abolition of the Chittagong Agency, the 
duties of the Salt Department have been performed by the Collectors of Revenue 
and Customs, under the immediate control of the Commissioner of the Division. 
1'hc dep6ts on the Islands of Ilattea and Sundeep in the BuUooali District 
having been abolished, the 9,411 maunds of Kurkiitch Salt, which remained 
stored in the Golahs of the former depot, were disposed of by auction sale 
under Government Order No. 1069, dated 16th March 1865. 

16. In March 1864 the Chief Commissioner of British Burmah having 
reported to Government the decline of the Salt Trade in that Province, and 

b 
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suggested the opening of a Salt Trade between Bengal and British Burmah 
to be carried on in country boats, the Board were requested to prepare a set 
of rules to guard against the smuggling of Salt. In submitting these rules, 
the Board, on a re-consideration of the question, and after consulting the local 
authorities at Chittagong, objected to the introduction of such a measure for 
the reasons stated in my letter No. 830, dated 20th September 1864^. These 
objections met with the approval of the Lieutenant-Governor. 

17. Balances, — In para : 16 of the last Administration Beport No. 181, 
dated 4th March 1864, the Board reported that o^ the large balances that were 
ordered to be written off, Rs. 66,871 were positively irrecoverable, and Rs. 50,608 
were held in suspense pending the fullest enquiry regarding the alleged insolvency 
of the defaulters concerned. Out of this latter sum, Rs. 2,190 were realized 
up to 30th April last ; engagements having been taken by the Agent for pay- 
ment of the remainder by instalments, as reported in my letter No. 689, dated 
23rd June 1865. 

18. In Chittagong the outstandings of Aurungs Jooldiah and Nizamporc, 
amounting to Rs. 5,604, wyre reported as irrecoverable, and written off to Profit 
and Loss, under Government Order No. 1902 of the 16th May 1865, leaving no 
further balance at Chittagong. 

19. Excise Salt. — The manufacture under excise licenses durin g the period

The manufacture in this last-named Pergunnah was entrusted to one Rajbullub 
Mookerjee, a Pokhtan Darogah of the abolished llidgeleo Agency, who ai)piied 
for and obtained a license to manufacture 10,000 maunds of Salt in the season 
1864-65. lie failed after making about maunds 2,383, of which maunds 800-J 
were destroyed by the Cyclone of 5lh October last.. The balance had to be sold, 
the manufacturer having absconded- to defray the cos,t of the Establishment 
entertained under the Excise Rules. 

20. The Cyclone of the 5th October last greatly affected the excise 
manufacture. The Golahs at Hajipore (Diamond Harbour) belonging to Mr. H. 
Fraser, which contained about 1,27,000 maunds of Salt, were destroyed, and the 
entire contents, save 5,000 maunds, washed away by the inundation. At 
Dhossa one of the two Golahs belonging to Mohendro Narain Butt likewise 
suffered, but to a much less extent ; it was built by the manufacturer and con- 
tained 3,155 maunds ; of this quantity about 1,200 maunds, as estimated by the 
Inspector Greneral of Police, were lost. The other Golah which was built by 
Goyemmeut, and which contained about 6,075 maunds, escaped uninjured. The

manufacture by the Sea Salt Company “ Limited** at Narainpore also sustained a 
loss of about 300 maunds. 


21 . Act VII (B. 0.) OP 1864. — A draft of the new Salt Law submitted 
to Government with my letter No. 660, dated 15th June 1863, was under con- 
sideration by the Legislative Council at the date of the Board's last Salt Ad- 
ministration Report. The Act was passed on the 28th May 1864, and came 
into operation on the 1st July 1865. 


22. Sale of Government Salt by Auction. — On the 30th April 1863 
the Hon’ble Sir Charles Trej^lyan, in his Pinancial Statement made in the 
Council of the Governor Genial, alluded to the expediency of disposing of 
the whole of the Government stocks by public auction at stated intervals. 
The question was referred to the Home Government, who decided that out of tfie 
seventy-five lakhs of maunds which were then in store, fifteen lakhs of maunds 
should be sold in July 1865, and the remainder in 1806 and following years, at 
the rate of twenty lakhs of maunds in each year. The results of the July sale 


and the arrangements for a further sale, all which have been duly placed before 


• Noh. 747 and8fi7, datod7th July 
and 2lKt AuguHt IbGo. 


Government,* are matters, however, which do not come 
witliin the period comprehended in this Report. 


23. Warshottses for Bonuing Salt at Sbaldah and Kooshtea. — The 
question for declaring Sealdah and Kooshtea as warehousing places for bonding 
Salt, und(»T S(‘ution 14 of Act VI of 1863, was raised in April 1864. The 
Agents of the Eastern Bengal and* South- Jilastern Railway Cofnpanies, with the 
view to increase the traffic of their respective Railways, requested the permission 
of Government to have Salt bonded at Sealdah and Kooshtea. These appli- 
cations were sanctioned under Government Orddrs Nos. 3712 T and 2127, dated 
30th Sejitembcr 1864 and 2nd June 18G5. In this matter too, more especially 
as n'gards warehousing at Kooshtea, further arrangements have been recently 
under consideration. 


24. Contraction of Chowkky Limits.— Prom the 1st May 1864, aU the 
Cliowkeys in the non-saliferous tracts of Bengal wore abolished,! effecting a sav- 
ing of Rs. 1,10,441 per annum, as expended on the Establish- 

etimeirN^‘’a2,°(Stod monts of sixty-eight Chowkeys. la the saliferous tracts, 
6th February scveaty-six Chowlcej’s were retained with an annual ex- 

])enditure of Us. 97,298. These latter have since been absorbed into the Police, 
and the supervision over the manufacture and transport of Salt hag^ undergone 
a complete cliange under the Act VII (B. C.) of I86I1, enforced by the rules of 
the 16th May last. 

25. Lieutenant-Colonel Bruce, late Inspector General of Police in India, 
in his Report on the Calcutta Police, suggested several changes in the Calcutta 
Salt Preventive Establishment, and it was finally determined by the Lieutenant- 
Governor that Calcutta and Howrah should bo excluded from Chowkey limits. 
This step was taken on the recommendation of a Special Committee, the Board 
having objected to the relaxation of the precautions hitherto observed. 

26. Rules eor the Bonding oe Salt. — In August 1864 the Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce represented to Government that while the duty, on

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
No. 968, dated the ISth September last, submitting the Board’s Report on 
their administr:\tion of the Salt Department for a period of nineteen 
months, from 1st October 1863 to 30th April 1865. 

2. In regard to the results exhibited, I am desired to notice that the 
quantity of Salt in store on the 1st October 1803 •was Maunds 1,08,62,269, 
being Maunds 7,30,433 less than on the corresponding date of the previous 
year. During the period 1st October 1863 to 3Qth April 1865, no Salt 
was brought into store in the larger Governrr^ent Depots of Bengal 
and Orissa. Taking, however, the storage for the/entire period of nineteen 

months, it apnears tlrat the stock had 
increased by Maunds 1,16,426 attri- 
butable solely to the large imports* 
on privjjtc . accounts between the Ist 
October 1863 and 30ih April 1864. 
The importsf between 1st May 1864 
and 30th April 1805, though still 
large, shew a decrease as compared 
wdth the corresponding period of the previous year. 

3. Of the sales of all kinds of Salt during the period of nineteen 
months under review, the Lieutenant-Governor notices the increase of 
Maunds 7,03,358. This arises the iperease in the sales of sea- 
imported Salt between the 1st May 1864 and 30tli April 1865, being 
Maunds 75,40,345 to Maunds 60,4&,067 in the previous corresponding 
period. 

4. In the quantity of foreign Salt brought into consumption, there 
was an increase of Maunds 11,63,988, arising chiefly from the importations 
from Liverpool. 

6. The sales for local consumption in the saliferous districts of 

I^engal shew, in the results of the nineteen months, a decrease of 

Maunds 7,148. The large decrease of Maunds 32,836 in the first seven 
months having been partially covered by an increase in the sales- of 

Maunds 25,678 in the following twelve months. * 

6. In like manner the sales in the districts of Orissa shew a decrease 
of Maunds 28,497 in the first seven months, covered by an increase of 
Maunds 32,398 in the following twelve months. The fact of the suppres- 
sion of smuggling, lo which the increase in the latter period is attributed, 
is very creditable to the Police, whose vigilance has been no^ced hy the 
Board.

8. rAiUGUAPH 17. — Of the balance of Rupees 50,608 the small sum 
of ^Rupees 2,190 appears to have been collected, and the remainder is to be 
paid by instalments. In Chittagong the sum of Rupees 5,G04i having been 
written ofl* to Profit and Loss leaves no further balance due from that 
Agency. 

9. Pabaghaphs 19-22. — The Lieutenant-Governor notices with 
regret the failure of the Excise manufacture in Pergunnah Nunooamootah, 
and the disastrous effects of tlie Cyclone of llic 5lh October 1804 on the 
Golahs of Mr. H. Eraser and Mohendro Narain l)utt, particularly on those 
of the former where no less than Maunds 1,27,000 of Salt were destroyed. 

10. Pabagbaph 24. — It is satisfactory to learn that at length the 
Establishments of the Salt Department have been entirely absorbed into the 
Police, and that the supervision over the manufacture and transport of Salt 
has undergone the complete change contemplated by Act VII. (13. ^1.) of 
1864, and enforced by the Rules of the 16th Ifay last. 

11. Pabagbaph 34. — Tlic Salt passed by the East Indian Railway lias 
gradually increased duri'^^ the last three years; by the Eastern Bengal 
Railway there is a fatling off within the last two years, which will probably 
be remedied by tlie measures which have been taken for bonding Salt at 
Kooshtea. ' 

12. Pabagbaph 35. — In conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor has

6, The Salifeeotjs Distiucts op Bengal and QgissA, — Sale^for Cow- 
Statement No. 5 shews the total quantities of Salt sold during 
1866-66 and the preceding eleven years. The sales in 1865-66 amounted to 
Maunds 73,13,442 against Maunds 84,64,473 in 1864-65. It is dijfiloult, however, 
to say how much of the quantity sold in any district was consumed in that 
district, the usual annual return not having been furnished by the Inspector 
General of Police and no sufficient means being available to Collectors under 
the present rules for the supply of this information. A ^circular letter was 
recently addressed by the Board to all Commissioners pointing out the details 
required in their reports. It is hoped that in futme correct returns will 
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be furnished regxilarly to the Board. A Statement (No, 7) has been prfepared 
in this office from such data as are available, but it cannot be regai*ded as a 
cc iTect return for either of the two years. 

7. Salt AUached^ M^hase^i md Confiscated * — Statement No. 8 which gives 
i he quantities M Salt attached, released, and confiscated in 1804-65 and 1865-66^ 
shews an . increase in the main, during the latter wd^ i^^ 

heads, though there is a falling off to the ‘extent 

Chiftagong and Noakhally and a still larger detyrease in the district of Howrah. 
The proportion of release fo attachment is about the same as the preceding 
year in every district except Jessore, where nearly the whole of the Salt attached 
was released. A special case of release of Salt in Cuttack is noticed under 
the head of Orissa Agencies. The Inspector General of Police writes at the 
instance of District Superintendents of Police, in explanation of the large 
quantities of Salt released, that “ as a rule, Magistrates who try such cases, if 
there are any extenuating circumstances or excuses, are content with the inflic- 
tion of a fine and seldom confiscate the Salt.** 

8. Cases Instituted under the Salt Laws * — These cases are shewn compara- 
tively for 18G4-65 and 18G5-66 in Statement No. 9, there being a very large 
increase in the latter year under every head. It is worthy of note that while 
no less than 2,919 cases were instituted, exclusive of 344 that w'ore pending on 
SOtli April 1805, against 3 ,301 new cases in 1864-65, only 70 cases wero^ left 
undisposed of on 30th April 1800. 

9. Oases Froseeuted to Conviction. — Statement,*No. 10, exhibits these cases 
compai'ativoly for the two yt^ars, in the latter of wllicli tlmro is a largo increase 
in the number of cases and the number of persons oonvictod, and a slight 
decrease in the value of the lines and forfeitures. Tlie apparent* cause of this 
is exjdainod in paragraph 7. 

10. Orissa Agencies. — The entire Government stocks at Cuttack and 
Balasore have hecn cleared ; in Pooreo alone a storage of Maunds 10,00,109 
was left on the 30th April last, the sales in 1805-00 having ahiounted to Maunds 
2,47,304. Of Maunds 2,423-34-8 of Salt seized during the year, Maunds 
16C-B4-8 only were confiscated. In one case alone Maunds 1,360-33 were 
released at Cuttack in consequence of the sentence of tlie Judge confiscating the 
Salt having been reversed on appe<al by the High Court. 

11. The following Statement shews the number of cases of illicit manu- 
facture brought to trial in each of the throe districts, and the number of con- 
victions and acquittals as reported by the Commissioner : —

The board haYo hi their lettors Nos. 1071 and 1254, dated 2Pth 

ultimo and 12th instant, drawn tlie attention of the (jovemment to the largo 
number of bonvictions in Balasore. Tlie Board agree with the Commissioner 
that great credit is due to Mr. Shuttleworth, the District Superintendent of 
Fplic©, for his activity in detecting and supprossing illicit manufacture in 
Balasore. 

12. The Commissioner reports that u considerable trade in Salt exists 
between Cuttack and Ganjam, where the Bengal diderential duty is now charged 
on all Salt sold for export to the regulation provinces. A sum of Kupees 
19,894-12 has been received by tlie Collector of Cuttack from the Collector of 
Ganjam from May 1865 to April 1806, in payment of the difference between 
the Bengal and Madras duty, Bupees 2-4 per Maund on Salt despatched from 
Ganjam to this Presidency against Rupees 7,323-12 credited in 1864-05. On the 
other hand the sales to the Ouijat or Tributary Mehals Iiave been small, in expla- 
nation of which, Mr. llavcnshaw writes “ there can be no doubt but that large 
quantities of Madras Salt hnd their way into the country to the North and South 
of the Malianuddy from Ganjam on which the differential duty has not been paid. 
This it is exceedingly difficult to stop so long as Salt difft^-ential duty uTij)aicl, 
is allowed to pass through Orissa to Siimbulporo and the Ccutj'al Provinces.*’ 
The Board find the fact of the large and steady increase of inland sales in 
Ganjam mentioned in Mr. P. Clarke’s (Madras Board of Revenue) report of 
March 1864. They have, lately called for a further report from the Commis- 
sioner of Cuttack with ref0{‘ence <o the enquiries made by Mr. Edward Bakcn* 
when Deputy Inspector General of Police in this Division. 

13. In Balasore the Government Salt liaving Ix'cii exhausted, a quantity 
of Kurkutch Salt was imported by traders and stoiu'd in tlic Bemdod Ware- 
houses. The whole of this stock has been expended, and the district is now 
being supplied from the golahs of an excise manufacturer who lias stored up- 
wards of a thousand rnuunds in excess of the niininium quantity (Muunds 
80,000) provided for in his License. The Commissioner writes that a much 
larger quantity would have b(>eii manufactured had not cholera broken out 
among the Molunghees. 

14. Hidgelke Depots. — Since the 1st of May 1805,. two of thoKalU- 
nugger Golahs, Nos. 8 and 1, have been clearech Their storages originally 
were Mds. 17,097 and Mds. 50,981 respectively : the deliveries amounted to 
Mds. 14,799 and Mds. 47,667-10, leaving excess-dehciencios after deducting the 
authorijsed allowance of 2} per cent, of Mds. 1,870-23, and Mds. 2,039-9 
to be written off against an estimated wastage caused by tho cyclone of the 5th 
October 1864, of Mds. 3,83h-30 and Mds. 3,070-37 in the two Golalm respective- 
ly. The out-turns of these Golahs may not, however, prove very correct data for 
calculating, with reference to tho Depot Officer’s estimate, tlie actual damage 
don© to the Xlidgelce Depots by the cyclone. The clearances of a few other 
GoMis must be awaited. 

15. In Government Orders No. 1609, dated 20th April 1865, the recon- 
struction of the Hidgeloc Golahs at a cost of Rupees (>,167-7-5 was SUnctiqncd, 
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They have been re-btiilt accordingly to the satisfaction of the DepAt Officer at 
a cost of Rupees 5,275-4-4, which is less than t^ sum sanctioned by 
Rs. 882-3-1. 

10. In rebnxary last the acting Darogah of Gliat Kissennuggur, and the 
Acting Head Mohurir with all the chupprassoes and gnlepaharecs •were iuipli- 
cated in a case of embezzlement of salt from one of the Golahs under their 
cljargc;. The matter was thoroughly investigated by the Sub- Divisional Ofiiccr, 
and one of the chiij)prassecs and throe outsiders were committed to the Ses- 
sions for trial. TJic chupprassoo and two of the outsiders wei*o convicted by 
the J udge, the former being sentenced to seven years’ transportation and a tine 
of Rupees 50, and the latter each to two years’ rigorous imprisonment. Tliero 
was unfortunately not sufficient legal evidence to convict the others. The 
quantity of Salt embez/ded was not known, but it was believed to be within 
50 Maunds. The onliro establishment was dismissed with the exception of Iho 
Darogali and Head Moliiirir who weixj absent on leave. 

17. The three cases of large balances duo from certain officers of these 
Di'pots on account of excess-deficiencies of Salt, mentioned in para. 1 f, of my 
letter No. 008, dated 18th September 1805, are still pending. The fdlowing 
are ndclitioiial particulars connected therewith : — viv^ 

1. — Uoorfja Churn Bmve^ late Head Mohirir of Ghat Kisseiiniiggiir. ‘The 
(jou-rnment claim<\gainst this defaulter remains stiil/unrealized. Repeated at- 
{em]>(s to arrest him having proved Irniiless, an attachment has been ordered to 
be issued against some property which it is believed, Iiasjboen fraudulently 
transferred by Doorga Churn to one c»f his wives. 

ri. — Jshmr Chuncler Chowdrf/^ late Pokhtan Darogah of Porgunnali 
lihijiumiootah. The claim against tljis defaulter which is still outstanding, his 
where-about not being known to the local authorities, has not heoa lost sight 
of. A sum of llnpeos 51-4-0 has been realized by the safe of sonni property 
belonging to him. 

III. — Ra7)idhtin Susnwl, late Intendant, and Bksumhur late Head 

Mohirir of Ghat llnssoolpore. llie claim against Ihoso parties is still in sus- 
pense, a largo portion of the Salt tliat was in their charge remaining uncleared. 
Their security deposits amount to 6,0<10 Rupees. 

18. On looking over the old records of his Office, Mr. Rattray discovered 
a Government claim of Rupees 195 that had been loft unpaid by the late 
Sham Chand Ghose, Pokhtan Darogali of BirkuL Tho amount has since 
been recovered from the Suh-Divisional Officer who had a sum of Rupees 500 
in deposit on account of the Darogah. Tho balance of the deposit has been 
paid under the Board’s authority to the legal representative of tho deceased* 

19. Narainporb Dep6t.— The stock at this dep6t on the 1st May 1866, 
inclusive of the unadjusted portion of the wastage estimated to have been 
caused by the cyclone of the 5tli October 1804, amounted to Maunds 1,05,920 
of which Maunds 20,980 were sold during 18G5-66, and a grosis wastage of

20. Of the balance «hewnin para. 12 of my loiter No. 068 of IStli 
September 1S65, as due at the close of 1864-66 from the Goiuh: Off eere of this 
depot* Rupees 1,906-3-6 have been realized* leaving an unpaid balance on SOth 
April 1866 of Rupees 166-6-0 which the Collector of Midnapore has been re- 
quested to realize from tho sale proceeds of the Government security dt'ponited 
by the defaulter. 

21. The malcriels of the empty Golalis were sold by public auction for 
Rupees 24i6-ll-3. Tho Golalis now stored w'ill be similarly diposed of when 
emptied. A sum of Rupees 53-1-1 was also realized from Salt merchants* on 
account of Golah rent. ^ 

^2. Tho Stock of Salt having been gi’oatly reduced and the labor and 
responsibility of tbo Sub-I)i visional Officer lessoned in proportion, opportunity 
was taken by the Board of a change of OiTicors at Tunilook about the beginning 
of 1860, to j)ropoisio a reduction in the Dep6t l-istablislnuent, the extra allowance 
to tho ^ul)-pivisional Officer being altogether stojiped. The establishment 
was accordingly reduced from Rupees 256 to Rupees 129 per month wdth 
effect from March last, caus^ing a saving of Rupees 327 per mensem, exclusive 
of a saving of Rupees 80' effected previously as reported in paragraph 28 of 
my letter No 968, dated 18tli September 1865. 

23. CniTTAGONG -Depot.— Chittagong, tho Stocks of Pimgah and 
Kurkutch on 1st May 1866, amounted to Maunds 1,01,632 and Maunds 
1,47,673. Of the Pungah Salt, the sales in May and June 1865 aggre- 
gated Maunds 42,096, and Maunds 61,000 were disposed of by public 
auction on the 5th July 1865. After the clearance of tho latter there was a 
remnant of Maunds 693 wdaich was sold in January and February last* leaving 
the balance (Maunds 7,844) to be written off on account of Golah -wastage. 
Of the stock of Kurkutch, 'Maunds 97,507 were sold, and a total quantity of 
Maunds 4,606 written ^off as Golah-'W^^tage* leaving a balance of Maunda 
45,661 in store on tho SOth April 1866. 

24. Since the close of the year under review an offer was made to the 
Collector of Oastoms at Cliittagong by some Salt merchants to pnrbhase the 
whole of the Kurkutch in store at the fixed price of Rupees 371 per hun&ed 
maunds, the value of the Salt (Rupees 46 per hundred maunds) being paid at 
once on the acceptance of the offer, and the duty as the salt is sold or witlun 
three months from date of purchase on the .quantity remadning Unsold. After

the Collector of Castems there writes tliafc besides the stodc of Ooyornment 
Kurkutch Salt on the 80th April 1866, as shewn above, there v^^cre in bond 
Mds. 80,411 of different sorts belonging to private individuals, while about 
Mils* 41,230 wnro iu the ships in Port. A further supply of Mds* 82,000 was 
expeoted from in a few weeks, and Messrs. Biillock, Bixitherfl & Co., 

expected in importation in October next of 20,000 Maunds of Liverpool Salt; 

26. An application from Messrs. Bullock, Brothers & Co. (then Ilalliday 
^ Bullock & Co.) to be allowed to purchase the land on which Golahs Nos. 1 to 4 

stand, having been refused by Government in Orders No. 40, dated 6th January 
1865 which suggested the grant of a building lease to the firm, it was accordingly 
arranged to give them s\ich a lease, though of a different block, of which the 
Government has a perpetual tenure. The possibility of granting such a lease 
under the terms of the Government tenure, is stiU under enquiry. 

• 

27. In BuUooah the sales in 1865-66 amounted to Mds. 1,03,964 aj^iinst 

Mds. 05,089 in the preceding year. The increase may be attributed mainly to 
the circumstance of the whole of Noakholly having been brought within 
Chowkey limits by the new Salt Act. Another /sauso Qf the increase may ho 
said to he the great preference ncAv given to Liverpool Salt. •Tlie sales of this 
Salt arc accordingly on the increase, while those of the Government Pungah 
arc on the decline. The Salt Trade of the district, however, is on the whole 
progressing favorably. • • 

28. Eatteah Oolahs , — In para. 15A. of my letter No. 968, dated 18tli 
September 1865, the sale of the remaining portion (Mds. 9,411) of the Kurkutch 
Salt which had been stored in the Hattcali Golalis, by public auction, was 
reported to Government. In March last the Commissioner informed the Board 
that the Collector of BuUooah h>id received a petition from the purchaser, pray- 
ing to be allowed to convey the Salt at the expense of Government to Calcutta, 
as he could not effect further sales at Hatteah. The Board refused the applica-* 
tion, and in Juno last the purchaser petitioned the Board direct preferring the 
same request and further soliciting that if it could not be complied with, the 
duty be reduced to Rs. 2-8-0 per Maund. Both requests were refused, tlic 
applicant being informed that his bond for the payment of the full duty will 
expire in September 1867, and the payments thereby undertaken must then be 
Completed. 

■ 29. StiXKEA Bxp6t iNCLunixa GHoosoonY.r— (yaacf Salt , — The stocks 
on the 1st May 1866, wi^e as follows : at Sulkea; Pungah Mds. 17,89,827-10-0, 
Kinrkutc^ Mds. 13,96,175-20-0 : at Ghposooty ; Mds. 1,89,079-16-10 of Pungah 
only. The doaranoes in 1865-66 amounted in Sulkea to Mds. 5,41,630 of 
Pungah^ and Mds. 29;335 of Euj^utch; and in Ghoosoory to Mds. 4,750 while 
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a total quantity of Mels. 22,630 of Pungah wore written off tlie accounts of tlie 
Sulkea Golahs leaving the following balances on 30th April 1860 : w., at ISulkoa,

8,44,047-16-8 of 
Pungali and ]Mds. 10,027-0-0 of Kurkutch ; while the clearances during tho same 
jicriod amounted to Mds. 8,03,180-33-4 of Pungah and Mds. 25,837-20-0 of 
Knikutcli. The gross Avastage AA'rittcn off the accounts aggregated Mds. 
25,389-12-4 of Pungah and Mds. 305-20-0 of Kurkutch, leaAung a storage in 
liond in Governniont Golahs on the 30th April 1806 of Mds.

31. Bonded Salt in Private Golahs, — The quantity of Salt in bond on 

the l^t May 1865 was Mds. 13,30,104-12-8 of Pungah and Mds. 70,090.13-0 of 
Kurkutch. In 1865-66, a quantity of Aids. 1,75,056 of Kurkutch only was 
brought into store. The clearances in tho .same period amounted to Aids. 
11,83,768-10-0 of Pungah and Aids. 1,76,474-10-0 of Kurkutch; while the gross 
delicicucics Avritten off amounted to Aids. 76,320-2-8 and Aids. 6,280-3-0 
of £|yingah and Kurkutch respectively, leaving a storage in bond in private 
golahs on the 30th April 1866, c.f Aids, 70,067 of Pungah and Aids.

32. Ue-openwig of the SMea Golahs. -rYmdkir tho orders of Covc^rn- 

nient No. 276p, dated 9th July 1803, the Avhole of the GoAxn'nmont Puugidi Salt 
stored in the Sulkea Golahs had becui withdraAvn from sale in order to clear 
away the stock in the rented Golahs at Ghoosoory, The moasuro Avas 
not attended with success as reported in para. 2 of my letter No. 210, 
dated loth March kst ; and as there Avas a demand for this Salt from the 
Sulkea Golahs soon after the auc( ion 'purchases had been cleared away, tho 
Board obtained the sanction of GoA'crnment (vide Orders Ko. 1101, dated 21st 
idem,) to re-open these Golahs for the sale of the Government Pungah Balt, and 
deliveries have since then steadily increased with an upward tendency supporting 
the belief that before the lapse of many months hence the entire stock of this 
favorite Salt will have been cleared. 4* quantity of Kurkuthch Salt 

Ijowever consisting chiefly of old importations from Aladras and Kurrachec 
still remains on hand, and aauU probably continue in store until the proposed re* 
duction in price conies into effect in December next. 

33. Reduction of Golali 'Bent. — The rent of private Golahs having been 
reduced owing to a decline in the accessions of Bonded Salt in those ware-houses

Ditto luisoD-ae „ i7c,056, able by the Board to make a corresponding 

reduction in the charge for Government Golahs, The rate was accordingly 
reduced in December 1865, from .Eupees 7 to llupees 5 per 1,000 maunds with 
a view to accommodate bonders who preferred the Government to tho private 
Golahs. As the result of this measure, the, realizations ou account of rent , in 
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18C5-6C amounted only to Eupees 59,1C7 against Rupees 80,211 in the 
preceding year. 

B4. 'Raily/ay Siding (o the Sulkaa Oolahs ~Tlie Siduig constructed 
from the Howrah terminus to the Snlkea Golahs for the pui’pose of facilitating 
the transport of Salt to be despatched by Rail to the interior of the country, 
has been abandoned — the Salt merchants preferring the old method of carrying 
their Salt in carts. For the same reason, tlie Tramways laid down at such a 
heavy cost for the carriage of Salt in waggons in preference to its being con-f 
veyed in bags by coolies to and from the Golahs, have since been removed. 

35. J^umantling of Kutcha Golahs, — A large number of Jvutcha Golahs 
ereetoci in former years for the accommodation of the Government and Bonded 
Stocks, and now no longer required — sufficient space having become available 
fc)»- bonded Salt by the rapid clearance of the pukkah Golahs — have been 
dismantled.

30. Bspaim of the Snlkea Fremlses.’-^Tha quadrennial repairs to the 
Sulkoa Golahs which liad been sanctioned in the previous year, but which were 

in abc?yance owing to the new works that had to be executed in consequence* 
of inji.iricts caused by the cyclone of the 5th October 1864. wore proceeded 
ii during ti e year under review, and were nearly completed at its close, f* 

37. Ghoo^uory Healed Oolahft.-r»ln Glioosooiy,!* tlio only rented depot 
no^e occupied by Government, the receipts and deliveries of Salt during the 3 ^car 
jiave l)C(’n very Iviilmg owing to preference given by bonders and Salt Mor» 
'Iicnts to the Snlkea Golahs which afford greater facilities for the, loading and 
(o - ii.u’ge (d Salt. The few Golaha in the Ghoosoory dcp6t hitherto occupied by 
IxuidiTs have been vacated with but little pros|^ctof their re-oconpatioii. For 
MoDic lime past, these premises have been placed under a disadvantage in conse- 
quc'uce of the River bank adjoining having considerably silted^ up, thereby ren-? 
dering the approach and departure of Salt-ladeu boats to and from the Ghat, 
ratluu* dangerous except during the spring tides. A proposition lai.ely made by 
the Governinont to give over the lease of these Premises has been declined by 
the Lessorr 

38. Commissioners o? Division. — ( For Chittagong and Cuttack Divisions, 
vide paragraphs 10 and 24.) Burdtmtf Division, — Jn the district of Hooghly 
nothing oe( arred relative to the Salt trade worthy of sp<?oial notice except a 
gradual decrease) in the sales in each successive quarter. This is attributed by 
the Collector partially to the diminution of the population caused by the 
ravages of cholera and epidmic fever, and partially to the scarcity of food 
prevailing to some extent throughout the district. 

30* From the Collector of Midnaporo no report appears to have been re* 
ceived by the Commissioner on the Salt Trade in that district for 18 65-60. The 
short-comings of this division have already been reported to Government in my 
letter No. 1035 dated 16th ultimo- It is to be hoped that the instructions which, 
have recently been issued to the Commissioners will ensure the accuracy ani^ 
regularity of futui*e returns generally. 
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40. Dacca Division , — In Backorgunge which is the only saliferous dis- 
trict in this Bivision, the sales of Salt amounted during the year under review to 
Maunds 1,19,659 against Maunds 98,594 and Maunds 1,01,265 in 1868-64 and 
1864-65, respectively. The Commissioner attributes the increase of Maunds 
18,394 as compared with the sales of the previous year, chiefly to the increase 
in the number of Traders in the district. 

41. There wore seven cases instituted of Possessing or Transporting 
Salt vdthout a Bowannah in all of which a conviction was obtained, 
the parties convicted being fined in the aggregate sum of Eupees 142-1-6, 
and about 30 Maunds of Salt being confiscated. Twenty one vendors were fined 
a total sum of Rupees 263-3 under Section 21 of the Salt Act, and fifty -six to 
the amount of Rupees 489-8 for neglecting to submit monthly accounts. 

42. Nuddea Division , — In Jesaoro the sales in 1865-6G amounted to 
Maunds 68,773 against Maunds 4,166 in the previous year. The figures for the 
latter year have been taken from returns furnished by the Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Police, but they can hardly bo said to represent even an eighth of 
the sales in the District during the whole of 1861-65. As it is, the sales of 
July 1865 have not been reported to the Collector. The short-comings of the 
Jessore Police have been laid before Government in iny letter No. 1035, dated 
16thk ultimo, the number of cases of illicit manufacture in that District contrast- 
ing very unfavorably with those in Balasoro. It is to be hoped that the 
recent transfer of Mr. Shuttleworth to Jessore will be attended witli beneficial 
results. No report lias be^n made by the Commissioner with regard to the 
District of the 24-Pergunnalis. 

43. Excise Salt. The manufacture under Excise licenses iu 1865-66 
amounted to Maunds 34,932j viz., Maunds 3,875 at Dhossa in the 24-Pergun- 
nahs under a license which had been granted to Baboo Moliendro Naraiii Dutt 
in December 1864„and Maunds 31,057 in Balasore by Baboo Naroekud Milloo 
Jogyah under a license granted in August 1865. A second license w^as granted 
by the Board in 1865-66, viz,, in January 1866 to Baboo Poorustum Parhee of 
Balasore for the manufacture of a minimum quantity of Maunds 15,000 up to 
31st May 18GG, but it had to bo cancelled, the season having advanced too far for 
manufacture. In February kvst, a third license to manufacture not less than 
60,000 Maunds up to 31st May XSG7, W£U3 granted to Baboo Goluck Chunder 
Bose of Cuttack who has executed the necessary agreement, 

44. Every encouragement is Joeing given by the Board for restoring the 
local manufacture in Orissa under the excise system. With the permission of 
Government they have relaxed the rules in Pooree so as to enable the local 
authorities to deal with applications for licenses. Two applications, in one of 
which a license has been granted, have lately been received from Baboo Goluck 
Chunder Bose to manufacture a further minimum quantity of Maunds 60,000 
in Cuttack in an adjoining Killah ; and from Baboo Puddum Loohun Maundol 
of Balasore for a minimum manufacture of 40,000 Maunds. In the latter 
case the applicant has not yet complied with all the preliminary requisitions of 
the Rules. 
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46, Bxms oT Salt by Auction. The results of the first of the Presidency 
Auction Sales was reported in my letter Ko 747, dated 7th July 1865. A second 
Sale was held on the 1st November last, the result of which was communicated 
on that date in* my letter No. 1053. A total quantity of Maunds 5,27,000 only 
having been disposed of at both sales, out of Maunds 15,00,000 which had 
been offered, and the result of the sale of November having proved quite a failure, 
the Board in my letter No. 66, dated 17th January last, recommended a reduction 
in the fixed prices of Government Sale after six months’ notice to tlioSo engaged 
in the Foreign Salt trade. 

46. In Orders No. 657, dated 9th February 1866, the Government sanc- 
tioned the proposed redaction of prices, but directed the extension of the period 
of notice to nine months. A notification was accordingly issued by the Board 
as reported in my letter No. 158 dated 17th idem. 

47. The effect of this notification which fixed with a reservation, prices 
below the market prices of the date on which it was prepared, appears to have 
been a decline in the Livei’pool Shipments, in conseqiicrifee of wliich the price 
of that Salt rose during the last six or seven weeks of 1865-66 from Rupees 82 
to Rupees 131, and an increased demand for the Government Salt of which 
Maunds 1,04,950 were sold under Presidency Rowannalis in April against 
Maunds 5,060 and Maunds 12,320 in February and*Marcli 1860, respectively. 

. 

48. The higli prices which have ruled for Liverjiool Salt, quoted about the 
beginning of this month at Rupees 128, suggested td the Board the expediency 
of raising the prices at which Government Salt will bo offered for sale on the 
1st December next. They have tCccordingly in my Ictier No.' 1247, dated 11th 
instant, recommended the withdrawal of the notification for all ilic Presidency 
Pungah for whicli a minimum rate of Rupees 70 was contemplated, leaving the 
Salt for sale at its present schedule rate of Rupees 96, and the fixing of Rupees 
60 for all the Presidency Kurkutch — ^tho reduced prices for bolli Pungah 
and Kurkutch at the Moffussil I)cp6ts being left as advertiscxl. 

4,9. Warehouses for Bonhig Salt at Sulkea and Kooshtea.- -In para- 
graph 23 of my letter No. 908, dated 18th September 1865, the Board reported 
that the Government having sanctioned the applications of the Calcutta and 
South-Eastern and Eastern-Bengal Railway Companies to be allowed to con- 
struct TVarehouses for Bonding Salt at Sealdah and Kooshtea, further arrange- 
ments with reference to the latter station had been under consideration. I am 
now to report as follows. 

60. In my letter No. 741, dated 5ih July 1865, the Board reported the 
arrangements which they considered sufiicient for the bonding of Salt at 
Kooshtea. With your docket No. 2928, dated 8th August following, an appli- 
cation from the Agent to the Eastern-Bengal Railway Company to extend the 
privilege flowed to merchants who store Bonded Salt in Government Oolalis, of 
paying duty only on the quantity delivered, to Bonders at Kooshtea was for- 
warded to the Board for report. 

51. In my letter No. 891, dated 23rd August 1805, the Board submitted 
their views on tlie application which was recommended favorably-— proper 
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precautions, as suggested, being taken for guarding against theft during transit. 
The application of the llailway Company was, however, disallowed by Govern- 
ment Orders, No. 1124T., dated 6th September 1865. 

52. In your letter No. 4023, dated 28th November last, you, intimated that 
the Govcnurioiit Imd sanctioned the declaration of Kooshtea as a Warehousing 
place under Section 14 of 1863, and tlie necessary Gazette Notification was 
shortly after published, the Assistant Magistrate and Deputy Golloctor of 
Kooshtea being vested with the necessary powers under the Act. 

53. The following Bonds were executed in 1865-66 : by Messrs. Borradaile, 
Schiller and Co. for 4,000 Maunds, of which maunds 3,726 were stored, and by 
Slessrs. Gladstone, Wylie and Co. for 25,000 Maunds, of which Maunds 23,784 
were stored. The delivery from the Golahs of the latter firm from May to June 
last amounted to Maunds 21,4*83, while of the Salt stored by the former firm 
about thirty Maunds only wore left in store in the middle of August last. No 
other parties have as yet applied for licenses. 

54. MoLUN(mEEs Balances. — In paragraph 17 of my letter No. 968 
dated 18th September 1865, a sum of Rupees 2,190 was stated to have boon 
realized up to tlio HOth April 1865, out of ‘the amount held in suspense. No 
further realizations have been reported by the Collector, but a sum of Riijices 
l,4Ki-3-l lias been written off to Profit and Loss. This amount was included in 
the sum of Rupees 50,004-^-9 which bad been held in suspense pending enquiry. 
A proposition made by the Collector to relax the stringent condiiions atlatjhetl 
to Rule 74 of the Suit Rules under which no commission can bo awarded 
in any district unless fifty per cent at least of the, total outstandings have been 
collected during the year, is now under consideration by the Board. It will 
form the subject of a separate report to Government shortly. 

55. New Salt Roles.— T hese rules name into operation on the 1st July, 
1866. A full report on their practical working from 1st July to 31st December 

1865, was submitted by the Board to Government in my letter No. 1035, dated 
16th ultimo. The alterations to Rules 89 and 40 proposed by the Board in my 
6th and 6th paragraphs and approved of in Government Orders No. 1906T. 
dated 1st instant, have been made, and draft rules in 'substitution of the existing 

ones submitted for approval with iny letter No, 1280, dated 4th idem, 

• 

56. Reeuni) of Duty on Salt lost by BoAT-WKECx.-^Sinoe the Ist of May 

1866, and up to 30th April 1866, sixteen applioations were submitted to the 
Board for a refund of the duty pjiid on Salt lost by boat-wreck. Of these, 
fifteen for refund in respeot of Maunds 4,580 were sanctioned, and one for refund 
in respect of Maunds 300 refused in June 1865, the alleged wreck of the boat 
which contained the Salt not having been proved to the satisfaction of the 
Board. 

57. Remission of Duty on Excess Golah-wastaoe*— D uring the year 
under review, forty-five applications from bonders were presented to the Board 
for a remission of the duty payable on the surplus deficiencies in the storages 
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of Bonded Salt in private Golahs, amonntiug to inannds 01,285-5:^. Forty-four 
of these applications were sanctioned in full, the wastage in evoiy case having 
been shewn to be the result of natural causes. In the remaiuimv eas( 3 , that of 
Messrs. Ashburner and Co. in respect of a total excess deficienc}' of Maunds 
2,742-35 in the cargoes ex Ckl and Emily Fartmmi the wastage was proved to 
have been in a great measure the result of the neglect of the Bonders to repa'r 
their Golahs so as to guard against theft, and the Board sanctioned a remissiou 
of only a moiety of the duty. Messrs. Ashburner and Co. after seycral unsuc- 
cessful applications to the Board for a re-consideration of their first order, finally 
appealed to the Government who after careful enquiry into the case refused the 
application as communicated to the Board by your docket No. 29-^l'T., dated 5th 
May 18GC. 

68. Salt passed ixto the iktehxoe of the Country. — The quantities of 
Salt which have passed by water and rail into the interior of Ike countrj^ west 
of the Ilooglily during the last three years,* are exhibited in the following 
Statement : —

The iidbrmaiion regarding the dospalchos vid Goragliat en route to the 
Goorai, and by the Easter ii-Bcngal Bailvvay not being available ov/ing to 
the abolition on the 1st July 1865, of the Oliowkoys at Khooliieah and Sealdah, 
the dispatcdies of previous years arc not given. The question of the utility of the 
rc-estahlishmcnt of the latter Chowkey is now before the Board. 

69. Abolition or TnK#I)oiJBLE-Loax System. — In their letter No. 871, 
dated 29tli September 1864, the Board in reporting on this subject, recommend- 
ed the discontinuanco of the practice ctf keeping a double-lock on private ware- 
houses as being opposed to the ware-housing provisions of the existing law, and 
that bonders of Salt should be no longer able to advance tlie presence of siicJi 
looks as a plausible excuse for jlt’hciency in excess of the autlioriacd rate of ^ 
wastage. In paragraphs 13 and 15 of their letter No. 395, dated 2Stli March 
1865, the Board again alluded to this practice of the Custom House of placing 
double-locks and guards on private ware-houses as being illegal, and the Go- 
vernment in Orders, No. 15S6, dated 24th April 1805, directed the aban- 
donment on the part of the Custom House authorities of all control over private 
ware-houses. Some little delay having necessarily taken place, the practice in 
question was not discontinued until the 1st May 1866. 
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GO. In conclusion, the Board have to notice tlio satisfactory manner in 
which Mr. Crawford has superintended the Salt Golahs which are now a part of 
his charge. Mr. N. Shore whose able administration of the Salt Department 
in the province of Orissa has year after year called forth the Board’s special 
notice, left the department shortly after tho commencement of the year under 
review'. Mr. Bavenshaw W'ho has been officiating as Commissioner since 
J line 1865, appears to have devoted much attention to the reipuremonts of this 
department in Orissa.

1 AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
No. 1373 dated the 25tli Se]>tember last, submiiting tlic Board’s report on 
llie administration of the Salt Revcntie for the year 1805-0G. 

2. In reply I am to observe as follows : — The quantity of Salt in 
store at the commencement of tlic year 18G5-GG was mannds 90,09,298, 
l)eing less by mannds .22,02,329 than at the corresponding ])eriod of 
1801-05, while the quantity brought into store during the ^ear was 
juaiinds 49,95,049, or mannds 14,09,105 less, than during the previous year. 
A similar reduction is apparent in the sales of 1805-00, the quantity having 
been maundy 73,13), 111 against maunds 80,41,358 in 1804-05. 

3. 1’ vuAGRAni 0. — The Licutenant-Oovernor ciesires to receive some 
further explanation of the defective nature of the information contained in 
Statement 7 as to sales of Salt for consum])tion. It a])pcars to Ills Honor 
that Rules 25-11 of the Salt Rides afford sufficient means of collecting the 
desired statistics. 

4. rAiiAOiiAPii 12.— The Board will be so good as to submit, as soon 
ay received, the furtlier report expected from the Oomrnissioner of Cuttack 
on the subject of tlie illicit traffic in Salt between Ganjam and the Tributary 
j\ I dials. 

5. rAUAGKAiMJ 13. — It is satisfactory to learn that the whole of the 
Balasore District is now siqipllcd vdth locally manufactured Salt under the 
excise system. 

0. Pa HAG n Anus 17 IS. — The result of the measures adopted 

against tlic ildauliers, Isliwar Gliundcr Cliowdry, Doorga Churn Buxee, 
Ramdhun Surrnali, and Bissumber Singh, should bo reported. 

7. pAiiA(JUAmis 19 to 38 call for no remarks. 

8. rAHAGUAPH 39. — The Board should report at the close of the first 
half of the current year, whether any amendment is observable in the sub- 
mission of the Returns from the M ulna pore District. 

9. Pakaguapu 42. — If it has not already been clone, tlie Commis- 
sioner of the Presidency Division should be called upon for the report for the 
24-Pcrgunnahs District, with an explanation of the cause of the dehiy in its 
submission. 
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10. Pabaouaphs 43 to 57 call for no remarks. 

11. Pabagbaph 58. — The information in regard to the despatches of 

Salt into the interior of the country by the Railways, and by the river routes 
being incomplete, the Board have properly taken into consideration* the ex- 
pediency of re-establishing the Salt Ohowkey at Sealdah. * 

12. Pabaguapu go. — T he Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasure in 
noticing the Board’s commendation of Messrs, Crawford, Shore, and 
Ravenshaw.

This statement sluvws an increase in the gross of Maimds 4B5,0GG cattri- 
hutahle to the extended sal(« of Government Salt under Presidency llowannalis, 
which amounted to Maimds IG, 87, 85G against Maunds 7,85,1)24, eleventh -tw elfths 
of the quantity sold during 18G5-G6 ; this is owdng to the redued-ions in price 
wdiich (;ame into effect on the 1st Decemher 18GG. The results of tlie year 
under nwiew may, on the W'lioh', he c;onsidercd satisfacdxuy as r(?gards both 
the general increase of the stocks and of the sales of Salt. 

5. Imports. — The quantities of Poreign Salt imi)orted as coin])ared with 
clcven-tw^elf'tlis of the previous year, are shewTi in Statement Ko. G. They 
araountc'd in 18GG-67 to Mauncls 49,01,020 against Maunds 45,47,325, in 
1805-00, being an increase of Maunds 3,5^4,301. This iiicTeasc is in a great 
measure to be accounted for by the short shipments of the previous year, Avben 
owdng to the anticipation that the Govemmmt Stocks would be disposed of ]yy 
auction sales, the usual importations wctc c^orisichuahly clic^eked, and slnnved 
a decreases, as eompared with 1804-05 of Maunds ] 4,03,1 00. Tlui statement 
shews a comparativ e dt^eline in tlie imports from Madnis, Ceylon and Prance, to the 
amount of 3,79,334, 35,085, and 5,520 Maunds r(3sp(H!tiv(i]y, against a total 
increase of Maunds 7,74,240 in those from Livc^rpool, Pomljray and the Arabian 
and Persian Gulfs. 

G. Tue Salifejiqus Districts of Bengal. — Sales for Coimmipibn . — 
Statement No. 7 shews tlie total (juantities of Salt sold for consumption in 
the several districts within the Salt limits of B(mgal during (*nch of tlie quarters 
of the year, compared with the sales in each quarter of the pn ‘ceding year. For 
the purpose of comparison, only two-tliirds of the (mtircj sales in the first quarter 
of 1865-06, have been taken. The total sales, it wu*ll b(^ sf‘eii, in the year under 
notice, amounted to Maunds 0,88,054 against Maunds 0,02,509 in the precieding 
year, being an increase of Maunds 85,485. Tlie sales lor consumption in the 
Province of Orissa have not been includod, as the statements w hicdi have hecn 
received from the Collectors are evidently imiorr^ct. The general neglect 
of the Collectors to furnish more reliable figures has been attributed by the 
Commissioner to the pressure of heavy duties in connection with the famine. 
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A more careful regard to tludr duties in connection with the administration of 
the Salt Department lias been enjoined for the future. 

7. Dor the purpose of obtaining more reliable returns of the eonsiunption 
of Salt within the saliferous trae.ts of the Province, the Board in January last 
issiKHl a Circulai* Order to earjli of the Commissioners containing full directions 
for their guidance, and laying down a form of a monthly riiturn to he recjuiriHl 
by Collectors of Districts u.nd(T paragraph 40 of tlie Salt Ilulcis from all 
Wliolesah^. and Attraffee llowanuahdars. The instructions issued have been 
gencirally followed, and tlui later returns for tlie year may be considered far 
more ridiable tban those which were ])reviously received. Tlie action taken by 
the Board in this matter was approved by the Government as communicated in 
Government letter No. 1181, dated 20tli of March last. 

8. Salt Seized, Released, and Confiscated. — The quantities of Salt seized, 
released and confiscated during the year, are shewn in Statement No. 8. On. a 
comparison with clevon-twtdftlis of the figur(‘s for Hie prc'ceding year, the 
r(\suJt in the main may he consid(‘red satisfactory, and as reflcfding favorably 
on the action taken by tlu' Polices Maunds 1 ,3(55 having been confiscated out 
of Maunds 1,833 seized in 18(i0-67, against ]\taunds 1,7 12 out of Maunds (3,568 
in 1865-60. Tlie proportion of confiscation to seizures being equal to about 
75 p(U’ cent in the former, against a trifle over 25 per cent in tlie latter year. 
In this calculation the quantity of Salt luidcr seazuro at the close of 1801-65, 
nnionnting tx) Maunds 276-25-0, has h(‘en left out. Jts inclusion would reduce 
tin; ])crc(uitage of’ the; y(;ar 1865-66, as aliove sliewn. 

9. Cases instil nled under the. Salt Laws, — Statement Nq. 9, sliew's com- 
pa]*ativ(^ly the n limber of cases inst it ut(Hl under the Salt Laws during 1865-66 
and 1866-67. In the latter year, the number of eas(‘s in whiidi convictions wm’c 
ohtaiiK'd amounted to 2,108 out of 2,232 cases tjaed, against 2,(518, out of 2,993 
cases tried in 1865-()(5 ; projuirlion of casi^s in which eonviirtions wa?n'. obtain- 
ed as compared wdtii tin*, iiumlx'r of cases brought U) trial were thus 91 J and 
88 per cent in the two veal's respeetividy. 

10. Lescrijtfiou- of C<fses prosecuted to Conriction. — These eases are ex- 
hibited eomparativ('ly for tlu‘. two yexirs, in Statement No. 10, the n'Sult hm’ng 
a deerivdse in 18(5(5-67, under (‘.veny luNad. This Stateim'ut also reireivc'd from the 
Inspector Geuei-al of 1^)1 i<!e, has Immmi submit ted in a form wdiieh is nmdm'ed now 
obsolete by Act YU of 18(51. Tlu^ Coliinuis regarding proeecxlings referred to 
the Civil Courts may lx* omitted, and to render t he remaining portion of the 
form more usid’ul new columns might he introduei'd shewing the iiumhia* of 
jiersons brought to trial and tliC' numlx'V a(M|uitteil. Other columns miglit also 
lie addled shewing the amount of fuies and forfeitures realizc'.d, and tlui amount 
of disbursements made to the iiifornuTS and approlicnders of offenders. 

11 . Commissioners ov Di vision. — Burdwan Division, — In IlawRAn, which 
is one of the two distriiits of this division which lie within the saliferous tracts of 
Bengal, the salt^s amounted to Maunds 13,289 against Maunds 3,921, f he eleven- 
twelfths of Hie sales in 1865-6(5. Tlie comparison is evidently not a reliable one, 
seeing that of the above quantity of Maimds 13,289, Maunds 9,949 are shewn 
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in the Collector’s return for the dith quarter of 1866-67, as the sales in that 
quarter, while the total sales of the three p^e^dous quarters are given at Maunds 
3,340 only. That officer has explained, however, that the district returns were, 
up to December last, confined to the Chowkoys of Mundulghat and Seebgunge, 
while in the Statement for the 4th quarter of 1866-07, the sales of all tlie 
Chowkoys and villages, have been included. An explanation has now been called 
for as to the reason why full returns have not been submitted during previous 
quarters. 

12. The Examiner of Claims having refused to pass the bills of the 
Collector of Howrah, on account of the Bhuddressur Salt Chowkey 
Esta])lishnient, application was made by the Board to Government to con- 
firm the Establishment which had been sanctioned experimentally at Bs. 20 per 
mensem under Government Orders, No. 2,116 T, dated 9th August 1864, since 
the Chowkey had proved to be a sour(?o of great convenience to Salt traders, and a 
net profit of lls. 227-8 had accrued to Govc^mment from the fees realized during 
the first, ten months of its existcmce. The Board’s proposition was sanetioned 
by Government in Ordci's No. 3,008, dated 14th November last. 

13. In the other District Miunapore, the sales amounted during the year 
1866-67, to Maunds 1,26,657, in the two months of the 1st quarter, Maunds 
24,984 ; and in the subs(;quent quarters, Mhunds 3 4,926, Maunds 32,006 and 
Maunds 34,741 respectively. The total quantity of Maimds 1,26,657 consisted 
of Maunds 1,18,487 of Government Pungah and Maunds 8,170 of Liverpool 
PuTjgah Salt. There are no statistics for 1865-66, with whhfh tlie sales of the 
year under report can he CK>mj)ared. The sli or t -comings of tin? Collector of 
Midnajxm^ and liis failiue io submit the statisti(!s called for, wore repoi'ted in 
piira. 39 of the last AnnunJ lli'port ; during tlie year under noti(;e statements of 
sahis have hetm regularly received from this District. 

1‘4. Drwca I>wi»mi. — Th(i sahis of Salt in Backkiigunge, which is the 
only district in this division within the prescribed limits, amountiHl during the 
year under review to Maunds 1,19,881 against Maunds 1,09,687, the elcven- 
tw^clfths of the sales in the preceding year. Dm’ing the i)ast two years th(a'e 
has h(ien a largci and steady increase in the sales. This may be in a measure 
attributed to the greater accuracy of the returns and the increased vigilance of 
the Police. 

1.5. The Board have every reason to believe that tlm returns of this 
district have been carefully tested and prepared, since there is evidence that the 
Salt him and llules have hocn strictly and efficiently administered. The number 
of cas(?s instituted during the past year by the Police for otfcncos against the Law 
amounted to 180, in 171 of wdiicli convictions were obtained, as compared with 
53 cases only during the previous year. Tlie amount of fines imposed amount- 
ed to lls. 1,196-7-6, and the quantity of Sait confiscated to Maunds 106-5-4 as 
compared with Bs. 616 and Maunds 55 during the preceding year ; at the same 
time it is to he observed, that throughout the year under review, there has 
been a marked decrease in the number of offences brought to trial under Section 
40 of the Buies for omissions on the part of vendors to furnish statements 
of sales.

The further increase 
in the sales is satis! actory. 

28. Hallrnh ColoJifi . — In continuation of paragra})b 28 of last year’s report, 
the Board liaA'i'. to report that a fresh ])etit.ion wasreceiviulinduly 1800, from the 
purchaser of the llattcah Salt, hi Avhich he set forth that he neither purchased 
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nor bonded tlie Salt in question ; and in support of his statouient lie pointed 
out that he had si^iodan unslam}>ed deed which he holicved to ])e a contract 
to the effect that lie enj?ag(id to s«dl tlie Salt for the GovornnKiut at a fixed 
price, receiving any ex(*(\ss pro(?e(ris that he might obtain, as his profit; wluTeas, 
if the Colhictor had intended ,th(^ deed to be a Bond for tJie/duty on the Salt, 
it should have been stamped. Upon calling for a furtluT report from the 
Commissioner it appean'.d that the contract liad beem drawn up in a very loose 
way, rendering its on forcenn'iit doubtful. The Board accordingly directed the 
Commissioner to inform the purchaser that if he exortoxl himself to sell the 
Salt, the GovcrmiicMii, Avould tak(', over from him at the exphation of his con- 
tract, the unsold portion of the stock.

At tlio close oriHGG-G7, till* storage remaining in ihi'se golahs aa as very small 
and lias since b(*en eritiri'ly (deared. 

35. liCchicHon of TImn Board’s attention having been 

draAvn to the large elearanees tliat Jiad bi‘t*n made from the Sulkea and Ghoesry 
depGt-s, since tin* auetion salivs of 18G5, the Collector of Customs was addressed 
in ]Sov ember last with the aHcav to asirertnin if any and what riMluction in tlio 
golah establisliments was feasible. The result of ilie ri'ference was a reduction 
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involving an immediate saving of Rupees and a prospective additional 
saving of Rupees 487 per mensem, as reported in my letter No. 669, dated 
27th Pebruary last. The arrangements were approved by Government as 
intimated to the Board in Orders No. 1180, dated 20th March last. 

36. In orders No. 760 T., dated 28th May 1866, the Government suggested 
the advisability of surrendering the lease of the premises at Ghoosry, if they 
could not be sub-let, on the payment of a reasonable compensation to the 
owners. With this latter view (the prospect of obtaining a suitable tenant 
being very remote) the Collector of Customs was directed to place himself in 
communication with the owners of the property. Tlie unsatisfactory result 
of this reference was reported to Government in my letter No. 1401, dated 
27th September 1866, in which the Board stated, that the Collector had been 
requested to make further efforts to sub-let even a portion of the premises. 
In !my letter No. 971, dated 10th April 1867, the Governme^nt were informed 
that notwithstanding an advertisement published by the Collector, that officer 
had failed to secure a tenant for the premises; hut that the building could be 
placed at the disposal of any Government department. Since then tlie golalis 
have been entirely cleared as stated in my letter No. 2212 dated 80th July 
last, and all further efforts to sub-let the buildings have failed, as finally reported 
in my letter No. 2878, dated 12th instant. 

' 37. Bonding op Salt at Kooshtea. — Since the submission of the 

Board’s last Administraiion Report, the Deputy Coll(ictor of Kooshtea in a 
letter dated 15th September 1866, rcjported the cancelnumt of the license wliicjh 
had been granted to the Ea^tcm-Bengal Railway Company, the four licensed 
golahs belonging to the Company having fallen down after the whole of the 
Salt had been cleared. It is the intention of the Agent to the Railway 
Company, as further reported by the Deputy Collector, to construct ware-houses 
at Kooshtea of a more permanent nature hereafter ; on his doing so the license 
to the Company will be renewed. 

38. RE-mjiLj)TNO OF TUB Balliaghatoa and Kiddbrpoiie Chowkey 
Houses. — ^During the year it was brought to the notice of the Board that a 
boat laden with Salt from a ship lying in the River Hooghly, aM bound for the 
Mutlah, had evaded one of the above Pass Stations. On tne circumstance 
being reported to the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, in order that proper 
cognizance should he taken of the laxity shown by the Police in having 
allowed a Salt-boat to pass unchallenged, that Officer informed the Board that 
the old Chowkey houses at those Stations had been destroyed by the cyclone of 
October 1864, and that consequently the Police were unable to remain in 
constant attendance. The Board reported the case to Government in their 
letter No. 270, dated 30th January 1867; after calling for a further report 
from the Commissioner of Police, the Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned the 
re-construction of the Pass Station Houses at Balliaghatta and Kidderpore at 
a cost not exceeding Rupees 200 each, as intimated in your docket. No. 798, 
dated 26th Pehruary 1867. 

39. Establishment op an Extra Pass Station at Modoopoorah. — In 
September 1866 , the Inspector-General of Police, Lower Provinces, represented 
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to the Board, at the instance of the Bc^puty Inspector- General, Ist Circle, that 
the Pass Station at “ Ballummarrah Chur” was so situated that th(> Police located 
at that station could only exercise a ch(3ck over such boats as were proc(?(idhi" to 
the main lands of Noacolly; he accordingly proposed to detach a Head Constable 
and two Constables from bis regular force, to a new Station which he suggest- 
ed. The Board agreed with the Inspector-Greneral in oj)inion as to the advi- 
sability of cstablisliing a further check, in order to prevent the transport of 
illicit Salt to the Islands of Bukhin Shahazpore, Hatteah, &c., and recom- 
mended to Government in th(dr letter No. 1957, dated 3rd Becember last, the 
establishment of an Extra Pass Station at Modoopoorali or South end of 
Kakrah Chur. The proposition, which entailed no additional expense on 
the State, was sanctioned in orders No. 3302, dated 13th idem. 

to. Hb-establisiiment op the Howhah and Sealdah Pass Stations. — 
In their letter No. 1657, dated 2ad November last, the Board represented to 
Government that the exclusion of these Stations from the list appended to 
the Governmi'iit Notification of the 16th May 1865, had necessarily compelled 
the Inspcctor-Chmeral of Polic<5 to withdraw the Chowkey Establishments 
which had beem pi*eviously (imployed in checking the transport of illicit Salt 
through either of these out-lets from the excepted limits of Calcutta, and in 
furnishing Statistics for the Board’s quarterly reports to Government. In 
accordance with the recommendations of the Board, the re-establishment of 
the Howrah and Sealdah J*ass Stations, was sanctioned in Orders No. 3S9, 
dated 30th January 1867. * 

41. Hbduction or Piuces at the several Bep6ts, — In Pehruary 1866, 
pursuant to Government Orders No. 557, dated 9t]i idem, the* Board issued a 
Notification declariog that prica^s would be generally reduced from the 1st of 
j.)eeembt?r following, and tJiat the rcidueed prices were fixed as the minimum 
below whi(di no further change w^ould l)c made, biit that Government reserved 
to tliornselves tlic riglit to raise the prices in the interests of its revenue, after 
reasonable notic(^, sliould circumstances render such a measure expedient. In 
September 1866, when it was found that the quantity of private Salt in bond 
and afloat, was only Maunds 6,90,000 against Maunds 17,77,000 in September 
1805, and that fiic Government Stocks owing to the large clearances that were 
then being made, vvould be considerably reduced by the 1st of December follow- 
ing, the Board in their lett(^r INo. 1247, dated 11th September 1866, suggested to 
Government tlic expediency of exercising the right reserved in the Notification 
by raising the price at which the Pungah Salt stored in the Sulkca and Ghoosry 
golahs was ofibred for sale. This measure would have restored the schedule 
rate of Ilupees 96 pc^r hundred Maunds, the price of Liverpool Salt being 
at the time Eupt^es 128 per hundred Maunds. The Board at the same time 
proposcid to raise the pri(je for all kinds of Kurkutcli to Eupees 50 per hundred 
Maunds, the reduced prices for both Pimgali and Kurkutch at the Mofussil 
depdts being left as advertised. The proposition was, however, negatived in 
Government Orders No. 2787T, dated 3rd October 1866. 

42. The immediate result of the reduction in price, was reported in my 
letter No. 2088, dated 17th Becember 1866 ; the sales of Government Salt, at 
the reduced prices, from 1st to 14th idem were Maunds 6,250 from the Hidgelee 
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Depot and Maunds 1,7S,S20 from tLc Siilkea Dep6t, against Mannds 5,480 
and 87,905 from tlie two DopOts res]>ectively during the entire preceding 
month ; thus tlu^ saltis from the I’residcncy stocks were four times as much as 
those of the priivious month at the higher prices. The Jioard’s (piart(n*]y iMjport 
No. 1311, dated IStii May last, shtnved a coutimuHl increasei^ sale from thes(^ 
stocks up to the close of 18(50-07, when the quantities left in storci, amounted 
to a little mor('. than a lac of Maunds at Sulktia, and about el(‘ven and a half 
lacs of Maunds at Ghoosiy. Both Depots were (d(Mn*ed in the following 
month, and so gi^eat a demand for Govtwnment. Ihuigali still continued that 
large quantities from tlu^ llidgelee Stocks were purchased hy tlu' Calcutta 
merchants. TTiese latt(*r transactions having taken place dming the current 
official year Avill bo more fully noticcid in a future report.

44. Excise SAm\ — The maimfaeture und(*r Excise Lieerisi's in 1800-07, 
did not fully reaJiz(^ the Board’s expectations. JjicM'nscy, were granbal to four 
distiiK^t manufacturers for a total minimum prodiua^ of ^Maunds 1,00,000 in 
Cuttack, and Maunds 00,000 in Balasoni; Init owing to a scarcity of labor and 
the prevalence of illicit manutaeture whi(di was jaa'sistently carried on to the 
great dis(»ouragement of the Contractors, the out-turn at the end of the season, 
— notwithstanding iho. extension of one month’s time from the date (31st May, 
1807) originally fixed for the closing of the manufacture for the season, — the 
quantity made in Cuttack, amounted to Maunds 42,875, and inBalasorc to 
Maunds 33,044 only. This partial failure is to bo regretted seeing that at the 
present time there are no stocks of Government Salt in either district. The 
Board anticipate that during the ensuing season. Excise manufacture will ho 
commenced on a far more extensive scale ; the prcscuit high prices afford every 
legitimate cncouragennmt to speculators, 'while labor is said to be abundant, 
and immediate steps are about to be adopted by the Tnspec'tor-General of Police 
in the Balasore District for the prevention of illicit manufacture. 

45. In tlie Pooree District there still remain hirgc stocks of Government' 
Salt : until these*, are considerably reduced, and (?ffK!ient measures are adojited to 
obviate the introduction of the cheap Ganjam Salt, (which are not to be under- 
taken until all pressure of famine is removed) there is little prospect of the 
commencement of Excise manufacture in the south of the Province. 
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46. Orissa Agenciks. — Cuttack . — In this District the whole of the* 
Government Stocks having been cleared during 1865-OG, the supply of Salt 
for the year under review consisted entirely of importations. The sales amounted 
to Mounds 1,12,527 against Maunds 1,59,030, the eleven-twellths of those in 
1865-66, be’ng a* decrease of Maunds 46,503, which is attributed by the Com- 
missioner to the impoverished condition of the people, and their reduction in 
number. Considering the almost total stagnation of the trade during the year, 
the decrease is not larger than might have been anticipated. Under Excise 
Licensee a total quantity of Maunds 42,875 of Salt was manufactured in this 
district up to the 30th of June last : of this none was sold during the year 
under review. The Board hav<i reported that tlu^y consider the above stock 
sufficient to supply the requirements of the people until the commencement of 
the fair monsoon and the manufacture of the ensuing season. Applications 
have already been granted hy the Board for the manufacture of 1,25,000 
Maunds of Salt in this district to be carried ’on throughout the whole length 
of the Soa^hoard. 

47. Illicit man Litact lire on any extensive scale is staled hy the Com- 
missioner to bo almost unknown in Cuttack. The cases that have come to light 
aivi (l(?scril)(\l as pidty in the extreiue, the deUnquents being mainly of the 
lowest and poorest classes, who arc. found with very small (puintitics of salt in 
their possession. A good deal of this i^ctty illicit mamilacture took place 
during the fainiiu', hut considi'riiig the gc'uoral want and the wretched condition 
of tln‘. peoph^ who transgressc'd the law only to <'ke out a suhsisti'nco, very 
stringtnit measim^s vierii discouraged hy th() ColliH*tor. The ])resent Police pre- 
v(mtivi; ibree is desi'rilx^cl as being inelliehMit, and as rof|uiriiig re-organization. 
On this subject tlu^ B!)ard ari' alin'atly in (‘orres]K)nden(‘e with the I risj^ector- Ge- 
neral of Police, w’ho has hecMi requesifd to strengthen tin' prev('ntive i’orec on an 
early date, so as to oifer every (*ue()iira.gein(»tit. to the ('xeise inanufaeturi!. 

48. The Salt trade bi'tween Ganjam and iliis Presideiu'y would appear to 
he. on the decliiu?. ^ The amount recei\ed hy the Collector of Cuttack from the 
Coll(HdoF of Ganjam in 18(56-67, in ])ayjneut of the didcrenee between the 
Bi'iigal and Madras duty, on all Salt despatched J’rom Ganjam to this l*resi- 
deiiey, ainounh^d to B iqx'es 10,135-15 against lluj)ees 18,230-13-8, the eleven- 
twelfths of the rix^eipts in 1865-60. The importatious of Salt into Cuttack from 
Ganjam have almost entirely ceased* only 73 Maunds Avere im})ortcd during 
the Avhole of tlu^ year under revii'w. The traders explain this falling off, as 
reported by the Commissioner, to be the consequence of one of their class 
having been convicted of forgi'jy in Ganjam, for altering a Sumbulpore Pass to 
one for Cuttack, Avilh the intention of appropriating the ditference of duty, 
l^ossibly tiic (*e‘ssntiou of the trade may lx? the necessary result of the high duty 
on j)aying whitdi, Cuttaek })urehasers may buy from Dep6ts nearer home. 

49. But though there has been a very grijat decline of the legitimate 
traffic in Salt hetAVoen Ganjam and the Orissa ProA'inix^ late enquiries wliicli 
have been held by the Police tend to conlirm the opinion previously expressed 
by the Board, that the Ioaa -taxed Ganjam Salt is almost exclusively consumed 
tliroughout the IVibutary States. In accordance with the sanction of Govern- 
ment, steps will he hereafter taken to prevent further loss of Rev'enue on this 
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account, when measures are adopted for strengthening the preventive establish- 
ment on the Ganjam frontier of the Pooree District and the Tributary States. 

60. 'Pooree . — ^This is the only District of the Province in wliich stocks of 
Gh)vemment Salt are still in store. The sales in 1806-67 amounted to Maunds 
2,08,84i0 against Maunds 2»26,760, the eleven-twelfths of those in the previous 
year, being a decrease of Maunds 17,910 which may be attributed to the same 
cause which has been assigned for the decrease in tlie Cuttack sales. Of the 
above quantity of Maunds 2,08,840, Maunds 1,12,192 were sold for export 
to Cuttack ; the consumption of the District of l^oorce in 1866-67 may, therefore, 
be put down at Maimds 96,648. The stocks in this District at the close of the 
year, amounted to Maunds 1,65,630 of Pungah, and Maunds 5,92,597 of 
Kurkutch. 

61. Balasore . — ^The consumption of Salt in Balasore during the year is 
stated by the Collector to have amounted to Maunds 30,895, but these figures 
cannot be relied on as correct, seeing that Maunds 22,092 are said to have been 
imported during the first three quarters of the year from other Districts, aud 
there was a quantity of Maunds 31,057 of Excise Salt, the manufacture of the 
previous season in store, the whole of which latter would seem to have been 
sold in 1866-67. The quartcidy reports hitherto submitted by tlio Collector 
appear to be based on very incsorrect data, and that for the 4tli (juai'tor of 1800-07, 
now long overdue, lias not yet Ix^en receivcul ; at the last hour as it wore, 
the Collector has intimathd his inability to furnish his usual annual report, 
stating, by way of (excuse, that his records are in tin? greatest confusion, and the 
officer who has bpon deputed by him to arrange the same and com])ilo the 
report;, is new to tlie work, and consequently unable to make any i)rogress. 
The Collector has been reminded by the Board that as head of tlui Dej)artm(‘nt 
he is personally responsible for the prop(ir performances of tlie duties required of 
him and his establishment in connection with the working of the Salt Itulos ; 
and has been requested to submit a full explanation tlirougli the Commissioner, 
of his laxness in the supervision of his office cstahlishmcnt. 

52. The quantity of Excise Salt manufactured in this District during the 
year under re\dew amoimtcd to Maunds 36,415, In consequence of the present 
comparatively high prices at which this Salt is selling, several applications have 
been already made to manufacture during the ensuing season. 

53. Salt passeo into the interior op the Country. — The quantities 
of Salt that have passed by water and rail, into the interior of tlie country, west 
of the river Ilooghly, during the year, as compared with eleven-twelfths of those 
in the preceding two years, are exhibited in the following Statement :

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64. Remission op Durr on Excess Goeah^Wastage.— -During the year 
1806-67, nine applications from bonders were presented to the Board, for 
a remission of the duty payable on the surplus deficiencies in the storage of 
Bonded Salt in private golahs, amounting to Maunds 24,424 against forty-flve 
applications having regard to Maunds 61,286, in the preceding year. Of these, 
eight applications in respect of Maunds 22,300, were sanctioned, against forty- 
four in respect of Maunds 68,543, in 1865-66, while one application only, for 
remission of duty on Maunds 2,124, was refused. 

55. Refund op Duty on Salt lost by Boat- wreck. — During the year 
under report, twelve applications wore presented to the Board for the refund of 
4,278 Maunds of Salt said to have been lost by boat- wreck. After careful enquiry 
into the circumstances of each case, with the view to ascertain that no portion 
of any despatch had passed into consumption, refund was sanctioned in four casQS 
in respect of Maunds 1,316 ; and a rc-delivery in one case, of 650 Maunds on 
payment for the Salt at the rate of Rupees 90 per hundred Maunds. The 
remaining seven applications for a refund of the duty paid on 2,412 Maunds of 
Salt, were refused, the a^rtual loss of the Salt in these cases not having been 
proved to the satisfaction of the Board in accordance with the terms of a noti- 
li(?ation issued by tlicm in J uly 1 866, prior to which date a mistaken idea seem-* 
ed to prevail among the Salt merchants, that refund would be granted in all 
cases where tlie formal act of delivery was not completed, irrespective of any 
other circumstances, 

56. Ill conclusion the Board have to notice with satisfaction the increased 
efficiency of th(5 Bolicc generally in the performance of their duties as preven- 
tives officers, more especially in tlie Districts of Midnapore, Jessore and Backer- 
gunge, and the manner in which Mr. Ciuwford has discharged his duties in 
cuniK^ction with the administration of the Bonding Department of his office 
in Calcutta.

That Offi cer, however, has explained to the 
Board that the required information is not available in his office at present, 
in a complete state; and that further references have been made to local 
officers. The Accountant General adds “ that no unavoidable delay will be 
allowed to occur in submitting the final results.** ^ The Board have deciffed 
upon not delaying the submission of their Administration Report for want of 
Statement No. 2, which will he supplemented immediately on receipt of the 
necessary data from the Accountant General. 

2. For the purpose of comparing the operations of the year under report, with 
those of the preceding year 1866-7, which included the results only of eleven months, 
the figures of April 1866, liave been iucorporated*lir the accompanying tables.

6. Statement Ko. ,6. — Shows the quantities of Foreign Salt brought into 
Imports Port. In the aggregate, the Imports were Maunds 

71,02,0 7 9 in the year under review, and Maunds 
55,02,988 during the preceding twelve months. The figures exhibit a net increase 
( sf Mau n d s 16 y 50,090r attributable to the decline in the stocks of Government 
Salt, which naturally encouraged the usual traders to make larger importations 
than they would have otherwise done. 


7. Statement No. 7. — Gives by District details the quantities of Salt sold 
quarterly for consumption within the Salt tracts of Bengal 
thc‘*'saliferou8"*^^ S' during 1867-GS, and the foregoing twelve months. The 
following is an abstract of the sales :

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Tbe circumstances wbicli kd to the increase in the Presidency and Burdwan 
Divisions* and to the decrease in the Divisions of Dacca, Chittagong and 
Cuttack* will be found fully explained in the remarks under each Division in 
this report. 


8. Statement No. 8,— Exhibits the quantities of Salt seized* released* and 
confiscated. The figures in the table represent that the 
coSioated!^* and g^^gjures had risen from Maunds 2,492-31-12J during the 

period from April 1866 to March 1867* to Maunds 
4,900-4-7 in the year of report, the confiscations out of those quantities having 
been Maunds 1,577-17-6J and Maunds 1,255-30-18, respectively. Thus it 
will be seen that while the quantity of Salt which was seized by the Police 
during 1867-68*‘very nearly doubled that of the last year, the quantity actually 
confiscated fell short by Maimds 321-26-9f. Por this apparently singular result* 
no blame attaches to the conduct of the Police, whose exertions in this branch 
of their duty have been creditable. Several large seizures of unprotected Salt 
were made, but as in some of the instances no fraud was intended, and the fact 
of the Siilt being found unprotected was the result of unavoidable circumstances, 
tbe Board exercised their discretion, and did not inflict the severe penalty of 
confiscation. Tliese have naturally tended to reduce the average of coufiscatidns 
as compared with that of seizures. 


9, Statement No. 9. — Shows the number of cases which were instituted 

under the Salt Laws during *the two years under review. 

number of convictions obtained in 1807-68 was 1,167 
out of 1,326 cases brought to trial, agiiinst 2,503 and 
2,696 of the twelve anterior months, showing a sliglit falling off in the number of 
convictions. If, however, the decrease in the number of cases is to be taken as 
a proof of tbe diminution of offences against the Salt Laws, the result may be con- 
sidered satisfactory. 

10. Statement No. 10. — Describes the cases prosecuted to conviction in 

1SG7-68. The portion of this Statement which gives the 
cuud^’ wnvictioT” results of the operations of the year under report, is 

drawn up in tbe revised form prescribed by tbe Board in 
accordance with the directions contained in paragraph 7 of the Eesolution of 
Government, dated 16th December 1867, on the last Salt Annual Eeport, The 
figures for 1866-67 are presented in the form which has been now cancelled. Tbe 
Inspector General of Police, Lower Provinces, explains that none of the District 
Superintendents had given a Comparative Eeturn in this (new) form.^’ It will be 
seen that the results of 1867-68, as shown in the Statement, vary considerably from 
those of 1866-^67* the number of cases instituted having been 1,338 against 2,112; ' 
the number of persons convicted, 1,649 against 2,707 ; and the amount of fines 
and forfeitures realized, Eupees 7,488-8-4J- against Eupees 12,139-4-7J. The 
reduction in the number of cases brought to trial is alleged to have been caused 
by the strenuous endeavours of the Police to prevent transgressions of the Salt 
Laws* and if this is the true explanatioui the result is satisfactory. 



ll. ,f!CucBAB DEPdT.--iOii tl»e 1st April 1867, the gross quantify of 
Gtovenmiait in store amounted i» Maunds 12,68,020 ; 
of . Mi^nds 48,680 of PuhgiA, and Maunds ll.HSSl 
of Km-kutch, the whole of which were sold duri^ the 
year. tDie deliveries up to the Slst March 1868, were, of Fung^, Maunds 
46,095, and of Kurkutch, Maunds 7,79,866 ; and the quantity adjusted in the 
accounts under the head of wastage on clearance, was, of the former description of 
Salt, Maunds 2,544, and of the latter, Maunds 66,412. Thus, at the dose of the 
year, there remained in store, Maunds 3,08,103 of Kurkutch only ; and this, it was 
expected, if the same rapid rate of deliveries continued, would be cleared by July or 
August 1868. This expectation was realized, all the Salt having been cleared except 
Maunds 2,289, which were reserved to meet wastage and which remained unsold* 

12u Besides the above, the Government Salt in store at thd commencement 
‘ 6f 1867^68, at the Ghoosery Golahs, aggregated Maunds 

52,632. Of this. Maunds 46,673, were sold and delivered, 
the balance, Maunds 6,859, being written off as wastage, 
and the Golahs emptied, vide paragraph 20 of this report. 

18. BoNdeb Salt in Government Golahs.— The Salt in store on the 
1st April 1867 stood thus : Pungah, Maunds 3,26,838 
Kurkutch, Maunds 1,20,047. The quantity of Salt 
r received into these Golahs under bond during 1867-68 

amounted to Maunds 13,^1,115 of Pungah, and Maunds 3,90,144 of Kurkutch. 
Comparing these figures with tliose of the previous twelve months, which were, 
Maunds 4,99,775 of the former and Maunds 2,23,466 of the latter description of 
Salt, the results show clearly that the bonding operations at Sulkea are steadily 
advancing^ the quantity of Salt bonded having been for some time past at the 
l^te of about 1^ Iftcs of maunds , a month. This satisfactory result is doubtless 
greatly to be attributed to the impetus given by the increased sales of Gt)vernment 
Salt during the year to private importers, who are bonding against the clearance of 
those sales when they hope to raise the price of their Salt. The deliveries in 
1867-68 of the two kinds of Salt, were on an average Maunds 81,964 per mensem, 
and during the same period last year, Maunds 75,503, while the quantity that was 
written off the accounts, was in the year of re])ort Maunds 9,169 and in 1866-67, 
Maunds 14,511. The gross quantity in bond on the Hist March 1868, was Maunds 
ll,45,4i09, i. e,, Maunds 9,31,123 of Pungaji, and Maunds 2,14,386 of Kurkutch. 

14. Bonded Salt in Private Licensed Golahs. — In the Golahs on the 
Howrah side of the river, Maunds 35,208 of Kurkiltch 
were in store on the Ist April 1868 ; and the quantities 
received for storage during 1667^68 were Maunds 5,090 and 
Maunds 8,783 of Fui^^ and Kurkutch, respectively. At 
the close of the year the Golahs were quite empty, all the 
Salt having been cleared, except a small defieieney of liaundfi 
1,396 which was written off as wastage; In the ware-hauseS 
on the Calcutta side of the ziver^ the storage on the 1st 
April 1867 was Maunds /*89,943 ; the quantity bonded 
during the year, Maunds 1,19,210 ; the quantity delivered, Maunds |,,7S,d94 and 
the bahnoe on the 81st March had^ was M4ui4» S8|6^.

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15. Deliveries of Bonded Salt. — Hitherto it has been the pi-actlce to allow 
Bonded Salt to be delivered from the Golahs almost ex- 
deS^ing Bond^ clusively under the supervision of Native Officers, styled 

, Kyals and Tippanovises, men who were not highly paid, 
and who, acting in collusion vrith the Salt Merchants, carried on a system of fraud 
at the scales, which was detrimental to the interests of Oovernment. This system 
has b<J<^n abolished and now, under the reoised Bonding Eules sanctioned by 
Government in Orders No. 2446, dated 3rd August 1808, the scales arc presided 
over by responsible Customs Officers in whose integrity it is to be hoped more 
confidence can be placed.

The increase in the amount of Golah -rent r«‘alizod, is greatly 
< auHc of increoHe. ovving to the infiiix of Imported Salt. The collections in 

Marcli 1807 were Rupees 708 while in the corresponding month in 1808, they 
were Rupees 5,195. A jiortion of the above sum of Uujiees 35,687-1 1-3 is 
represented by the collections made on the unpaid bills for ])revi<>us months ; but 
even after allowance is made for deduction on this. account, the i^icrease is satis- 
factory, The Collector observes that the realizations “ of outstandings at the 
Sulkoa Golahs have been very much better attended to sincti Mr. Iviernander s 
incumbency.” 


17 . EediutiON of Golaii Rext. — The anticij»i4l,lons wliiclj, m para. 33 of 
tlitiir last Annual Reports the Board expressed as to the 
^ Jature effect of tUo xnea- abandonment < if private ware-houses for bonding 

purposes, have been to a great extc*nt realized. The Golahs 
on the Ho\yrah side have been already cleared. A#^ regards such ware-houses on the 
(."alcutta side of the EIa'ce, how<*ver, the Superinbmdent i.s of opinion that they 
will not be imtireh" given uj>, on acconnt of tbe facilities they affiord to Bonders 
forwarding Salt to the Eastern Distriels by means of the Sealdah Railway, But 
their continuance will be on so small a sciile as scarcely t-o affiect the concentration 
of Salt, so much desired by the Poard of Reyenue, at the Sulkeah Golahs, 


18. There seems eyery reason to believe that in time the Golahs will not 
Boivrd’sand CoUeotov’s ro- Only bc self-supporti ug, but will yield a profit to Govern- 
ment. The Collector of Customs, Mr. Crawford, is of 
opinion that Government should not look to deriving 
any profit from the Golahs, but should be satisfied with the fact of their being 
self-supporting ; and he believes that the abandonment of the Golahs, and the 
establishment of a system of Licensed Ware-houses as in England, would tend to 
the convenience of Government. The proper time, however, in the Board’s opinion 
has not yet arrived for the consideration of these questions. 
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19, Expenditure and Saving. — ^It is very satisfactory to observe that the 
actual expenditure on account of the Salt Establishment 
^ permanent and temporary on the Howrah side 

of the river in 1867-68, amounted in, the aggregate to 
Bupees 53,590-1-9, i. e., Eupees 25,379-14-3 less than the sanctioned grant for 
that year, which was Eupees 78,970. But for the disbursement of the large 
sum of Eupees 18,804-2, on account of the rent and establishment of the 
Ghooseiy Golahs, which is included in the year’s expenditure mentioned above, 
the rents of the Sulkea Golahs would have been amply sufficient to meet the 
ordinaiy expenses of the Department. 


Unserviceable oonditiuii of 
the promises. 


20. Ghoosery Premises — The Golahs continue to be unoccupied in conse- 
quence of their unserviceable condition, caused by the 
Cyclone of - the 1st November 1867, as fully reported in the 
Board’s address to Government, No. 1575C, dated 2nd 
April last. The question in respect to the repairs of the buildings, and abatement 
of the present rental, viz,, Eupees 1,500 per mensem, is still undetermined, the 
owner refusing to come to terms. On this account no rent has under advice been 
paid to the proprietors of the premises since March 1868. A separate report on 
the subject will he submitted hereafter if necessaiy. 


21. Equalization o‘p working rates. — With advertence to the closing 

Worki«g»te»equaU»d. « paragraph 32 of the last Annual Keport, 

I am to state, as already explained in paragraph 2 of 
the Board’s letter to Government, No. 2908 C of 25th June 1808, that the 
orders of the Board authorizing the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, to equalize 
the working rates of fee levied on both banks of tbe river, were not effectually 
carried out until recently. Tbe (miis.sion as pointed out in my letter No. 2908 
of 26th June, arose from the Collector having failed to give a written order on 
the subject. 

22. Sulkea Qolah Buildings. — By G. 0. No. 1488 G, dated 10th August 

Lease of a portion of the Public Works Department, Eailway Branch, 

buildings to the East Indian the Board were asked whether the application of the 
Railway Company. Board of Agcncy, East Indian Eailway, for a portion of 

these buildings at Howrah to be made over to the Eailway Company for the 
storage of Salt intended for conveyance by train, could be complied with. The 
Board, in their reply No. 2727, dated 4th September following, reported that 
a range of five Golahs, capable of holding 2^ lakhs of Maunds of Salt, were 
empty, and could be leased to the Eailway Company at a fair rental.

23. Subsequently, in November 1867, it appeared that the above range 
, . would not be nearly sufficient to meet the requirements 

proposals m con- ^ 

ith the above aub- of the Salt traffic by train ; and the Board were, by G. O. 

No. 2143 G, dated . 19th idem, requested to report 
whether any objection existed to the transfer to the Company of '' the land occu- 
pied by the Salt Golahs, and promised to be given to this Company, when the new 
branch work was commenced.” To the proposal to alienate any portion of the pre- 
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mises permanently to the Company, the Board (in their answer, No. 135, of 8th 
January 1868,) were strongly opposed, as bonding operations had greatly increased 
at Sulkea, and were expected to increase still further ; but they stated that they 
were prepared tp lease at once a portion of the DepAt sufficient to contain 7^ 
lacs of Maunds. Later, however, the Eailway Company submitted a revised 
plan showing the portion of the Golahs which they are now prepared to lease. 
The. report on this last suggestion is before Government in the Board’s letter 
No. 3288, dated 20th July 1868. 

24. Sulkea Jetty. — In January 1868, the Board received an application 
from Messrs. Simpson and Co., of Calcutta, enquiring 
Jetty ?^^*^**^*'^*^ ^ whether the Government would farm to them the Jetty 

situated at the Sulkea Golah GhAt. This Jetty was built 
in 1862-63 at a cost of Eupees 27,000 for the purpose of facilitating the unloading 
of vessels arriving with cargoes of Salt from the Agencies ; but owing to the 
abolition of those Agencies, and the consequent changes in the Department, it 
had never been used. Messrs. Simpson and Co. were therefore anxious to utilize 
the Jetty by mooring Ships alongside of it, in order to facilitate and expedite 
the landing of Bonded Salt at the Sulkea Golahs, thereby reducing the 
large wastage ul' Salt which So frequently hikes place on board ordinary 
cargo and open country boats, at present the only means of conveying gait 
from the Ship to tho Ghat. Ihe Collector of Customs, Calcutta, proposed to allow 
the applicants the use of the Jetty at a rental of Eupees 150 per mensem. The 
Marine authorities, however, whom the Board deemed it expedient to consult be- 
fore adopting the proposed measure, reported that it would not 1[)e practicable at 
all times of the year to allow Ships to be moored along side of the Jetty. The 
Board were accordingly compelled to disallow ilie application. 


COMMISSIONERS OP DIVISION. 

25. Presiuency Division. — Jessare, The sales of Salt for local consumption 

during tlie year amounted to Maunds 85,070, which, com-

pared with those of the antecedent twelve months, viz., 
Maunds 96,887, show a diminution to the extent of Maunds 11,817. This decrease 
is explained to be merely nominal, not real ; for the figures on account of 1866-67 
represent both the quantity sold for consumption in the district as well as that for 
exportation. If the exportations of the year of report, which are stated to have 
been Maunds 14,967, be added to tbe above figures, Maunds 85,070, the 
result will show an increase of Maunds 3,150. 

26. In this district the quantity of Salt seized by the Police, for want of 

protective documents, amounted to Maunds 2,505, or very 

S«lt aeiaed and oonflsoated. 

nearly five times as much as that of the preceding twelve 
months. But with the exception of a small quantity of 37 Maunds which was 
confiscated, and 200 Maunds which was pending a^udication at the close of 
the year, the whole of the remainder of the Salt had been released. 
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27. The remarks made in para. 8 of this report are applicable with respect to 
the very large quantity of Salt seized which has been re- 
of leased. The Collector reports that in more than one in* 

stance a large quantity of Salt found ^unprotected was 
afterwards released on the Eowannah being subsequently produced, and its previa 
ous non-production satisfactorily accounted for. Tbe conduct of the Police in seizing 
the Salt in its unprotected state was proper and creditable, no blame attaclies to 
them for the result. 


28. During the year it was discovered that a system of exacting illegal 
gratifications from the crews of Salt boats on the part of the Police was in force 
at the out station of Khoolna. An investigation followed, and although no 
legal proof of any one instance of exaction having been made, the fact of the 
system being prevalent was patent. All the Police Officers concerned were dis^ 
missed from the force. 


29. The Police in Jessore under the supervision of Mr. Shuttleworth the 
Activity of the Police District Superintendent, are reported to have manifested 
throughout the year, a creditable activity in bringing for- 
ward cases of illegal sales of Salt. The chiet* convictions obtained by them were 
for breaches of Section 21 of the Salt Law. 


80. 24-PEROUNNAHs.-^The quantity of Salt sold for consumption in the 
District, was Maunds 1,85,841 in lS()7-t>S, and Maunds

l,2o,887 during the previous twelve months. Here tlu^ro 
is an increase of Maunds 59,954, which may be deemed satis (actory, being 
attributable, as again explained by the Collector, to the receipt of more accural, o 
returns from the Vendors. 


31. Dhosa Colahs. — In July 1867 the Collector of the 24-Pcrgunna.hs 
reported for the Board’s orders, that the* Salt in store in 
Excess deHojeiioy. Golah Np. 1, amounted to Maunds 0 only, instead of 

Maunds 565-20 or Maunds 407-24J, which should have been in store after making 
the usual deduction on account of wastage. It was represented to the Collector 
by the Hoodadar in charge of the Golah, and the Bonders concerned, that a large 
quantity of Salt had been destroyed by the Cyclone of 1864, and a further quan- 
tity, estimated at Maunds 250, by inundations in October I860. It appeared, how- 
ever, from a report on the subject from the Inspector General of Police, Lower

94 of Act VI of 1863. The Board under these circumstances, authorized the 
Collector to proceed on the Bond for the realization of the duty leviable on tbe 
excess deficiency alluded to. 


32. Subsequently, in February 1868, while the abpye case was pending, and 
Excess deficiencies ordered after full enquiries had been held in the matter, the 
to be written ofif.

This decrease is ascribed to 
the genci*al falling otf in the consumption of Salt among the peasantry, who were 
not in such good circumstances as the year before when the price of rice was high 
This e.vplanatiou appears to the Board a doubtful one. Jt may be that in a groat

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ricc-prodiicing district like Eackerguirge, the scarcity of late years in other 
districts was a source of exceptional profit to the cultivators, but the returns for 
late years in Backergungc, and the experience of other districts, do not tend to 
warrant the conclusion that a year of plenty is a misfortune rather than otherwise 
for the ryot. 

36. — The following is an abstract of the number of cases which were pro-

them during ilic year under report, as compared with the actions of the previous 
tvvtdve months. 
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Of the fines alluded to above, Rupees 1,250 were remitted on a])peal by tlio 
Jiidgc of Backerguuge, because the adjudicating Ollicrr in his opinion coLild not 
legally have lined the defendant in the cjusc more than Rupees 500, while lie had 
imposed a penalty of Rupees 5 ])er Maund on 250 Maunds. The total tjuunlity of 
Salt seized by tjie Police during the 3 'ear, amounted to ]\la.unds 72 [, of wliicli 708 
Maunds were released by the Judicial Authoii ties. The Board Jiave asked ili(> 
Inspector General to procure and forward co]>ies of the judgments in ihesi‘ <^a.ses , 
on receipt further action wilU if necessary, he taken. Tlic amount of fines {ni[)osi d 
and levied in 18G7-68 under the revised Sections 30 and 1-0 of the Rules amounted 
io Rupees 20 only.

that the Preventive Odicers with their small pay (on an average about Bs. 20 a 
month) are not to bo depended uj»on/* Mr. ITiorapson’s impression is that tlie 
large (piantities of Btdter or undried Salt which Iiave been iinixurted will, in a 
slight degree, account for the unusual wastiige ; the rest he attributes to Srbort 
sliipmcnts in England wh(‘re it appears, Irom the statements made to him by one 
or two Commanders of ships, no account is kept of the Salt Cargo put on board 
of their vessels. Tlie Commanders rely on the gocnl faith of tlie shi[)pers for 0 (jr- 
rectness as to the quantity shipped. The matter however being a serious one, the 
Collector is now engaged in making enquiries into it, and tlie Board are ac- 
cordingly awaiting a furtber ro])ort on the subject.

“ at Kootubdea and other places, but to what extent my informants arc not aware. 
“ 1 am also informed that the manufacturing is carried on by parties who live en- 
'‘tirelyliy themselves, and that it would be dangerous for a single or even two 
or three police men to attempt a seizure.'’ 
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‘‘ Besides the above I feel certain that a largo quantity is smuggled into this 
and the neighbouring Districts from Akyah by boats. During the fair weather 
** a large number of boats are always arriving from that Port, and considering 
the great indqccinent tluirc is, owing to the llupces 3-4 per maiind duty, to

the almost nominal duty in Arracan, viz., 3 aiinas per inaund, affords such strong 
temptations to dislionesty. Due report will be made on the completion of the 
prtqioscd arran gci non ts.

22nd of that month. The abolition of these two Ghdts has reduced the cost of 
the Depot Establislimcnt from Rupees 679 to Rupees 50G i)cr month. 


59. Very serious damage is reported to have been done to the Salt Golalis 
at Hidgcllee by the gale of November 1SG7, and the

60. From a comparative statement submitted by the OlTiccr in charge of the 
iridgcllee Depot, it appears that the number ol' cases of 
off- mauurooturc fallen liuve greatly fallen off, being G:1 in 

1867-68 to 132 in 1866-67. On the other hand it is observed 
that arrests for falsif 3 dng and illicitly retaining Rowannabs are stcadil^^ incr(;asing, 
there having boon two cases in 1805-60, 35 in 18G6-G7, and 63 in 1867-68. To tlie 
Hoard this increase appears more nominal than real, and is probably caused ];y the 
Police taking more cognizance of such cases now than formerl 3 ^ 


61. With advertence to para. 20 of the Board's last Annual Report 
_ No. 3009, dated 26th September 1867, I am directed to 

claims Htill iigaiiist Kali Subor- givc bclow furtlicr ])articulars regarding the sums duo 
to Government by diilercnt subordinate Oilicers of the 
Salt Department, on acc^ount of excess deficiencies of Salt which were discovered 
in the out-turn of the Golahs under their charge. 


I. Doorgali Churn Buxoe, late llcad Mohiirir of GluU Kissennugger. The 
claims of Government against lids Officer aggregated Rupees 3,282-7-82. Of this 
sum, as already i)reviously reported, Rupees 95-9, only liavc been recovered by 
sale of the debtor’s pro])ci-ty which had been attacJied, leaving a balance of 
Rupees 3,18G-14-8| still due and aj)pai:cntly irrecoverable. The sanction of 
Government to the remission of this amount will be applied for in due course. 

II. Issnr Cliunder Chowdrj^ lato Poklitan Darogab of Pcrgiinnali Majiia- 
inootah. In regard to this defaulter, the further enquiries which were instituted 
under the Board's Orders, by the Dojmty Collector of Baripore, in the 
24-Pergunnahs, sliow that all the property which the man was poscsssed of 
was sold in August 1861} by the Judge of that district, in execution of a decree 
obtained against Inm by Government. The amount now claimable from Issur 
Cbimder Cbowdry, and wbich will apparently have to be remitted eventually, 
is Rupees 11,123-6-4}, Rupees 78-12 only of the total amount duo having been 
realized. It was currently believed at first that this debtor had absconded; but 
it now appears that he Las been seen lurking about his own village, Eajpore. 
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62. Nara-inpore I)Er6T. — Of the 38 Mauiuls of Salt which, in para. 21 
of the last Annual Report, were stated to be the remnant 
Clearance of this DepOt. store at this I)ep6t, 36 Mauuds were sold by 

public aaction, for the sum of Rupees 135 which was duly carried to the credit 
of Government, the balance two Maunds was written off as wastage. The 
Chupprassoe whose services, as mentioned in para. 23 of that Report, were retained 
expressly for guarding the above Salt, was discharged on the 30th April 1867, 
and the materials of the remaining two Golahs, Nos. 1 and 5, disposed of for 
Rupees 194-12. 


GENERAL. 

63. Sealdati Pass Station — On the' re-oponing of this Pass-Sta- 
tion, the Government, at the instance of the Commissioner of Police, Cal- 
cutta, and on the recommendation of tlie Board, in Orders No. 1460, dated 

Establishment of Native 9th April 1867, Banctioued the entertainment of an 
Cuards. establishment of native guards, at a cost of Bupecs 52 

per mensem, to be employed at each of the Sealdah Terminns Stations of the 
Eastern Bengal and Calcutta and South Eastern Railways, for the purpose of 
checking the illicit traffic in »Salt by .Railway ; as £jlso the outlay of a sum* of 
Rupees 1 20 in the erection of a guard room on the premises of the former 
Railway Company. 

64. Four cases of attempts at illegal transport of Salt by the Eastern 
of imnsport Bengal Railway, weri^ brought to trial through the 

brought to trial. agency of the above Prpvpntive Force during the year. 

In three of the cases, the seizure made was that of Khari Salt, and consequently 
improper. In the fourth case, the Salt was restored to the parties under the 
Board’s orders, and the original fine imposed by the adjudicating officer reduced 
to Rupees 10. 


65, The quantity of Salt transported by the Eastoi-n Bengal Railway 
Salt transported hy the amounted to Mauuds 24,801, and by the Calcutta and 
Sealdah Hallways. South Eastern^ Railway, Maunds 143 during the year. 

As already previously explained the statistics in regard to the transpi'rt of Salt 
by the two Seakiah Railways are not procurable, on account of the oailier yeat^s, 
owing to the abolition of this Pass Station in 1865, 


Object of the Fuud. 


66. Salt Reward Fund. — It ap|)eared from a report on the subject in July 
1867, from the Inspector General of Police, Lower Pro- 
vinces, that delays often occurred in the distribution of re- 
wards in cases of infraction of the Salt Law, owing to the necessity of realizing in 
each case the fines and penalties from which such rewards are disbursed. The 
Board have always attached great importance to the prompt payment of rewards in 
Salt cases, without reference to the fact of any fines imposed being realized; and in 
order to secure the attainment of this end, instructions woi*e issued in January 
1868, to the Commissioners of the Districts within the saliferous tracts in the Lower

Pravinces, to Open a liilad under the pro^sions of Saotion 40 of th<* Salt Aot« Direc- 
tions were at the same lame ismied that in future it would be the duty of Magisterial 
Officers adjudicating sait catses, to &mish the Oom^ihissioner of their Division with 
monthly or quarterly statements of fines and penalties to be credited to this fund, 
and to apply, as occasion might require, for sanction to make disbursements 
fromit. 

C7. In supersession of the orders issued in August 1855, under whibli the 
f?caie of rewards in Salt rates of reward payable in salt cases were the same as 
those previously sanctioned by Act IX, of 1835, the 
Board have ruled that the amount of reward to be apportioned to each claimant 
should be left for the future to the general discretion of tho Commissioner, but 
that ordinarily the reward should not exceed the value of the fines and prococnls 
of -seizures in any one case. To guard against delays which might occasionally 
occur in applying for the Commissioner’s sanction, the Board liave authorized 
Collectors to make payments of rewards up to llupees 20. 

58. At the instance of the Board the Inspector General of Police, Lower 
Provinces, directed his District Superintendents to communicate with tho Com- 
missioners on the subject of rewards in salt cases, and to bring to notice by this 
moans all meritorious services on the part of any members of the Police Force. 

GO. Salt j)UTY-FBi3E,>on bleaching pubi'osks. — With Government Order No. 
2261, dated 13th June 1807, tho Board received for ro])ort, eo]>y of a letter 
addressed to Her Majesty’s Secretary of State, by a 
Ongjji of th« anangemeni. interested in the Borneo Company “ Jiimiied,” 

enquiring whether any arrangements could be made to allow the Company to 
Lave Salt duty-free, to be psed for bleaching purpo.ses, at their Paper Mill in 
India. The Board accordingly in their address to Government, No. 17G0, dated 
29th idem, rei)orted the conditions under which they were lu'epared to com])ly 
with the application, without lisk to the Government revenue, and stated that 
it appeared from the Chemical Examiner’s report on the subject, that the Salt 
lecjuired by the Company could be rendered unfit for human consumption. The 
e«uiditioiis proposed by the Board were approved of by the Supreme Government, 
in the Financial Dejiartment Orders, No. 1911, dated 9th August following, 
communicated to this office with the Bengal Office Endorsement, No. 3222, dated 
1 9th idem. 

70. Since the above concession was made, an application has been received 
by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, from Messrs George 
breaThfng imi- Heiidcrson and Co., for the removal of 100 maunds of 
Salt free of duty to their premises at Bally where the 
l^apor Mill is situated. As the Company distinctly stated that the Salt required 
for bleaching purposes could not at once be rendered unfit for human food, imme- 
diately on its arrival on tboir premises, tho Board deemed it expedient to take 
all precautionary measures to insure the safety of the Salt during transit and 
while in store in the Company’s Waro-house, and laid down certain principles 
\Yhi<^h€were to be followed with reference to Messrs. Henderson’s application. 
’Phe firm have not yet availed themselves of the concession granted. 
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7L Bulbs. — ^Exj)t«^o0 having proved 'tfan^ the existing ttulea 

n^visitin of Boa3bB for tjfee ticanspoT^ of salt under Bond from ship-board to 
the , we-bouses, were insuffioienti the Board, in consul- 
tation with the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, drew up and submitted with their 
letter, No. 3624, dated 11th November 1867, a revised set of rules for the appro- 
val of the Lieutenant-Governor. Before, however, giving final sanction to the 
adoption of those rules, the Government by Orders No. 1137, dated 7th April 
1868, ‘called for some further information in connection therewith. After a some* 
what lengthy correspondence on the subject with the Collector of Customs, the 
information called for was submitted with the Board’s letter No. 2908 C, 
dated 2*5 th June last. As it was found necessary to make further additions to 
the rules in question, in order to provide for the delivery of Salt from Bond, 
and for tlie weigliment of Salt on other than ordinary working days, the Board 
with their last letter submitted for the sanction of Government, a revised copy 
of the proposed Bonding Eules. To these tho Government accorded their 
approval in Orders No. 2446, dated 3rd August 1868. 


72. High Court Eut-tno. — case having occurred in Chittagong, in which 
Ihe construction put by the judicial authorities on t!ie terms of Section 18, 
Act YIl 1804, seemed to the Police erroneous, the matter was referred to the

73. E EMISSION OP Duty ON excess Golah Wastage. — 


Throughout the year tho Board received no more than throe applications 
from Bonders of Salt, in private Golahs, for remfssfon of the duty payable on the 
excess deficiencies in their storages, amounting in the aggregate to Maunds 
3,352. After full and caieful enquiries the Board 
f-rStiy miucS!*^* ^ Complied with the request of the applicants. It i.s 

gratifying to observe that the above quantity is less by 
Man rid 8 18,948, than that on which it became necessary to grant a remission 
of duty in 1866-67. 


74. Eemission op Interest due on Duty Bonds. — the course of the year 
Messrs. Gladstone Wyllie and Co. applied to the Board for a remission of the 
interest, amounting to Eupees 12,675-15-9, which had been demanded from 
them by tho Collector of Customs, Calcutta. It appears that in 1861, the 
applicants executed the usual Bonds for three cargoes of Salt, all of which was 
Stored in the Government Golahs at Sulkea. In consequence, however, of the 
depressed state of tho article they were unable to realize it, and the duty was 
not paid by them until the expiry of the Bonds, nor yet until several months 
after the demand for payment of duty was made by the Collector. Hence, when 
Messrs. Gladstone Wylie and Co. applied to that OflScer for a refund of the 
amount of duty, viz., Eupees 22,253-2-6, paid by them in excess of the quantity 
of Salt, delivered, they were informed by Mr. Crawford that he could make over 
to them only Eupees 9,677-2-9 of that amount, tho balance, Eupees 12,575-15-9, 
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Laving been under the terms of the Bonds absorbed as int-erest which had 
become due from the date of the demand to the date of payment of duty on 
the quantity actually cleared. Under the circumstances represented by the 
applicants and acting on the recommendation of the Collector, the Board 
resolved upon not pressing the claim to interest, which was accordingly remitted. 

75. Refund of duty on Salt lost uy boat wreck. — In 1807-68 the Board 

received as many as seventy-eight applications for the re- 
number onMaunds 08,295, alleged to have been 

lost by boat wreck. By far the greater number of these 
petitions were presented on dates subsequent to the gale of November 1807, on 
account of losses sustained during that gale. Refund was granted in four 
cases only in respect of Maunds 1,483. Seventy-four applications, in respect of 
Mannds 66,802, were rejected. In each of these cases separate and careful 
enquiries were instituted but, as already fully reported in my predeceasor^s letter, 
No. 1407 C., dated 24th March 1808, the result of the investigations was in no 
case favorable to the claims advanced. 

76. Salt passed into the interior of the Country. — The subjoined atatc'- 
ment details the quantities of Salt that have been transported by water and 
rail into the interior of the country west of the River Iloogbly during 1867-68, 
and the two preceding years.

PROVINCE OP ORISSA. 

77. Excise Salt. — During the year, the Board granted sixteen Licenses, 
two of which were subsequently cancelled. As anticipated by the Board in 
paragraph 44 of the last Annual Report, excise manufacture of Salt has been 
greatly extendinl ; the maximum quantities which the manufacturers undertook 
to produce, having been in Cuttack Maunds 1,30,000, and in Balasore Maunds 
1,34,000. The quantity actually manufactured to the close of July 1808 in the 
former District, was Mannds 53,315}, and in the latter 1,14, 684f. The decrease 
is attributed by the Commissioner to many of the manufacturers having com- 
menced their operations rather late, and also to the latter part of the season 
having been very unfavorable. Of the above manufactured quantities tho Commis- 
sioner states that Maunds 6,425 in Cuttack, and Maunds 14,772 in Balasore 
were lost by inundation. In my predecessor’s letter No. 2557 0, dated 3rd 
June 1868, a Ml report was submitted to Government regarding the sufficiency 
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of tho sn2)ply of Salt in tlioso Districts. Two applications were prciscntod to 
the Board this year for the manufacture of an aggregate amount of Maunds 
37,000 in Balasore and Cnttack. 

78. Balasoiie. — The sales for consumption in the District in 1807-08, 
amonntcul to Maunds, 40,!)48 against Maunds 33,704 in the previous twelve 
months, being an increase of Maunds 7,211, which lias been ascribed sinijily to 
an “ increase in consumption.” The Commissioner thinks that jirobably this 
may be tlie case when tlu' extremely depressed state of the District in 1806-07, 
is taken into consideration. Tliis, however, the Board liavc pointcid out to the 
Commissioner, is no ex])lanation, but merely an assertion, that an increase in 
coiisnm])lion, which is the point to bo explained, lias taken place# The returns 
now received from Bahisime, as well as those from the other districts in Orissa, 
may be regarded as fairly accurate. Gi’oat attention is now paid to tlio retuVns 
being sulnnitt^ed ])unctually, and tlie Commissioner believes that there has bcjoii 
a, gi-eat improvement in this rcs])ect during the jieriod under report. 


70. The cxplatiations called for in paragraphs 4 and 13 of the Government 
Jiesolntion, dated 16th D(^comber last, on the Board’s Salt Administration ]te]>ort 
for 18GG-G7, wore submitted with my ]>rcilecessor’s letter No, 2G17 C, dati‘d 8th 
dune 1868, It ajipears that tlu^ figures furnished liy the Collector of Balujsoro 
last yt^a-r, and whicli were believed by him at the tnne tp be unreliable, \v('ro 
cori’cctly coinpilvMi from the local trader’s Ileturns. But Mr. Bignold has 
acknowledged t.hat “ it is doubtful to what exteni those Beturus arc completer 
as the ruh's sccmi not to have been enforced as .stringently as might have been 
wished.” Mr. Bignold’s eX])Ia.ruitjon of the confusion in his salt accounts, 
alluded to in jiaragrapli 61 of the BoareVs l^stj, Animal Deport, was however 
accepl-od by tbe Lie uteri ant- Govern or as satisfactory.

80. With their letters marginally cited tlie Board submitted proposition 
stateimmts for an additional cst«ablishineTit to the Collec- 
tors of the Orissa Dist.rjcts at a monthly cost of Itupcc.s GO, 
in Cuttack and Balasore, and llupces 15 in Pooroc, in 
consequence of the proposed new system of keeping salt 
accounts. In, regard to Poonjc it lias been projioscd, as 
soon as the reduction in tho stocks of Government Salt 
will allow, to abolish the ajipoiniment of the remaining Mohurir on Rnpijos 
sixteen per mensem, which will effect a saving eventually instead of an iiicu’ease 
in the cost of the establishment as it (existed before the revision now referred 
to was made. The above proposals were sanctioned by tho Supremo Govot h- 
ment, in the orders communicated to this office with Mr. Junior Secretary 
Samson’s endorsement No, 2827, dated 8th September. 


81. With reference to the latter part of paras. 44 and 47 of the last 
Annual Deport, I am to state that the Commissioner observes that; the strong 
preventive force, which was sanctioned during tho year for Balasore and Cuttack, 
will no doubt be amply Bufiiciciit to suppress any illicit trade, which might 
otherwise, develop itself in tho saliferous tracts. 

G 
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82. Cuttack.— The sales for local consniuption in 18G7-68, were Maimcls 
1,15,123, or Maimds 18,008 less than 180G-67. The Collector having been 
imablo to furnish separate figures for April 186G, as ho was required to do, 
the comparison has been necessarily drawn between the figures of 11 and 12 
months, respectively. The trade in Ganjam Salt in Cuttack is reported by 
the Collector to bo now quite extinct. 

83. A proposition has beon already laid before the Government for in- 
creasing the number and general efficiency of the Police force in the Districts 
of Cuttack, Poorce and Balasore, in view to the prevention of the illicit manu- 
facture and sale of contraband Salt in those parts of the country. And tho 
Board hope before long to place in the hands of His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor a well-matured plan of the measures to be adopted for effectually 
exclivling the importation of the under-taxed Salt from Ganjam into the H('- 
gulation Districts of the Province, the Gurjats, the Tributary States, and tlie 
Central Provinces, 

84. PooiiEE. — As already explained in para. 4 of the Board’s address to 
Government, No. 261 7 C, dated 8th June 1868, the figures on account of Pooreo 
given in para. 50 of last yeaP s Annual lieport, represent correctly the Golah 
sales in that District. The Board’s remarks in para. G of the above Bep(.)rt 
hadVcferencc only to the incomplete and incorrect manner in winch the officers 
of the Orissa Province drew up and submitted their returns of local consurrij)- 
tion. 


85. In Poorec, which is t)ie only District in Orissa, in which there are 
still in store large stocks of Government Salt, ilie sales for constim])tiou 
amounted to Maunds 50,024 in 1867-08, against Maimds 86,275 in the previous 
twelve months. The t<dal sales of the District, e.y including those for exportation, 
were Maunds 2,22,237, or Maunds 11,18G less than tho period of comparison. 
This decrease is partly ascribed to the lowness of the rivers last year, and to 
the consumption of Ganjam Salt gaining ground in the Tributary Mehals. This 
latter cause it may be confidently hoped will be diminished so soon as tho 
contemplated scheme, alluded to in para. 85, is perfected and in full operation. 

86. It is calculated by fho Collector of Pooree, that thp Government 
Kiirkutch now in store will last only about two and a half years ; but there 
are apprehensions that the Pungah cannot be cleared, at the present rate of 
issues, under five years. The Commissioner remarks, “ these calculations are 
made according to the rates of consumption hitherto prevailing ; but it must 
be borne in mind that every maund manufactured in Cuttack reduces the call 
upon the Government stocks in Pooree, and that if manufiacture is largely 
I’csoried to, the wished for clearance cannot take place so soon as is calculated. 
] think it worth considering whether other means than local consumption, might 
not bo with advantage resorted to, to reduce the stocks and establish a whole- 
some private trade.” 

87. The legal measures adopted in Pooree to suppress illicit dealings, 
show somewhat favourable results, the entire quantity of Salt attached, 

JJaunds 1,441, having been confiscated. These figures represent Maunds 
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25 connected with eases of illicit manufacture ; Maunds 842 with cases of 
illegal possession ; and Maimds 574 in cases against traders for omitting to 
certify the sales on tlie reverse of their Eowannahs, In Balasore and Cuttack 
liarclly any fluci^uation is observable in the seizures and confiscations in Salt 
cases in 1867-68, compawHJ with those of 186fi-67» 

88. Guahos for GoiiAHs. — ^With their letter No. 67, dated 6th January 

1868, the Board submitted a proposition from the Collector of Pooree, for the

tlie Guards in question, at a cost of Rupees 50 each. In accordance with the 
recommendation of the Lieutenant-Governor both these aiTangements wore 
sauetioued by the Suprtmio Government, the establishment being subject to 
I'cduet ion as the Golahs arc cleared, vide G. 0. No. 893 dated 14th March lasL 

89. In conchision, I am to state that favorable testimony is borne by the 
TriSptxjlo)’ General of I’olice to the zeal and energy displayed by the following 
Officers of hi*s Department in the discharge of their Salt Preventive duties : — 
Jlr. E, J. Shuttleworth, Mr. E, Owen, and Capfc. W. E. Chambers. The Board 
desire also to record tlieir satisfaction wdth the manner in whicli Mr, Crawford 
has discharged the Salt duties of his Office, aiuj concur in the commendation 
with wliich Mr. Crawford has noted the exertions of Mr. W. W. Kiemaiider, the 
tSuperintendentof the Sulkea Golalig.

4. SaI;ES. — Government Salt, The decrease in the sales of Goveniment 
‘Salt, as compared with the results of tlie previous year, is owing to the exhaus- 
tion of th(* slocdvs at Sulkeah, and at Paricood and JMalood in Poorce, as w(dl as 
to tile large sales out of Die nidgeloe Stocks which were eflected in 1807-08, 
and of whi(di a considerabio portion remained uncleared at Die close of Diat 
yciir. Tlie 80 maiuids sliewn under Narainpore as sold in 1S07-08, and wliich 
were tlu^ remains of Dk'. golah, after didivories wore made to wholesnJ{‘ puixdiastTS, 
were iiudiuh’d in the rpianiity (maunds 801) enteri'd in Slateinent No. 2 a))])eud- 
cd to last year's lloport under Die h(‘ad of Midnapore ; the remainder (niauuds <825) 
of Die latter <|uantity, was a n'mnant at Du*- Ptussoolpon; Golali, n liiidi ^las sold 
to local purchasers : the sale has now been mcjud(‘din Dk^ wlioli'sales shewn under 
that liead for 1807-08. The 5 maunds shewn und(‘r Pooreeghatta was a part of 
a quantity of maunds 1,055 made up of portions of the stotdvs at the s(.‘vera] 
ghfits of the llidgclcc Depdt, and wliicli wns ri'taihnl to the inliahitaiits of 
Coiitai during the intensity of the distress wiiieh has eansed hy thi‘ inunflation 
which took place in that sub-division in June 1808. This quantity has also 
been included under the head of tohil sales for that year. 

5. It will he ohserved Diat the diHTcase in tlii^ sales of Govermnoiit Salt, 
as shewn in the foregoing tables ainouuDiig to maunds 11,10,812, has lieen met 
to a certain extent hy the inci*(‘ased clcaranees of Sea-impoi’ted nnd Excise Sails. 
Th (5 total clearances, however, for consumption still shew a falling off of maunds 
7,13,480. As already explained in the Hoard’s Salt Preliminary llcport No. 2075,0. 
dated 2l8th June last, this decrease may he attrihiitod to the d(‘pressodcoiidiDon of 
the market towards the dost', of the year, which nccessitativl the bonding of un- 
usually large quantities of Salt, as well as to Die fact that a quantity of maunds 
3,33,220 of Government Salt w’^hieh had been sold in 1807-08, was left uneleanHl at 
the clos(‘, of that year, as compared with maunds 50,995 only, at the close of 1800-07. 
The total receipts on account of Salt during the two years, were as hdlows : —

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6. Excise Sail. — ^The sales in the three districts where excise manufac- 
ture has been established, amounted to maunds 1,09,489, against maunds 48,716 
in 1867-68. It is satislactory to nolicc the large increase of maunds 60,773, a 
result which cannot fail to give sufHcient encouragement to present manufac- 
turers, to the ultimate benefit of the people* 

7. Imports. — ^The total quantiiy of Salt imported into Bengal, as shewn 
in Statement ]No, 1, amounted in the year undi^r review, to maunds 77,33,050 
against maunds 68,32,424 in 1867-68. Tlie incr(‘ase in the Calcutta im- 
porlatious was of course laiger than tliat of the Chittagong Imports; 
but the percentage of iiKjrease was eonsiderahly in favor of th(‘ latttT port, 
where it was over 28 jicr cent, against Jess than 11 per cent, in Calcutta. 

8. The Saliferous Districts of Benoal. — Sales for Consumption. 
Statement No. ^ slaws tin) total (jnantity of Salt sold in each ol* the ten 
districts within the Salt Law limits, dm-ingcacli quarter oftlu^ years lS67-68and 
1808-69. The total sales of all the districts amounted in the y(*ar uruh'i* n‘vi(‘vv, 
to maunds 12,22,750 against maunds 11,56,439 in the preceding year, being .'in 
inereas(j of maunds 66,311. IMiis satisfaetoiy imac’ase is gciKM'ally attri- 
buted by the Inspeetor. (h‘neral of Boliee and District Odlt'evs to tin' gr(‘.‘il(a* 
etfiei('ney and vlgilaiu'e of tin* Boli<‘e, in detecting and snppvcvssing illicit manu- 
facture, inon^- (‘specially in the three districts of the Orissa division. Tlic sales 
will lx; not iced ‘in detail under the head of ea(^h district . 

9. ^Salt seized, releasei! /ind eonfiscaled. — The quantiti(^s of Salt scMzed, 
relcas(‘d and confiscated during the year, are shown in StatcMnent No. 8. It 
should be jnention(‘d, tliat .us soim^ (ui'ors hav(‘ bo<‘n (h^tected and eorrect(Kl, the 
figim^s for 1807-68 in this statc'ment, as W(dl as in those num])er(‘d 9 and 10 are 
dilTcrent for stncral districts, Ironi those suj)|)li(?d by tli(‘ Inspoctor G(‘tioral of 
Polices lor the .same statements ap])end(Hl to last year’s Be])ort. In th(^ compila- 
tion of present statcmients foi- ])oth years, the statistievs furnisluid by District 
OtVi(U‘rs, and wliich the Hoard b(‘li<nu*- to be more eorreet, h.'iv(‘ b(jen gtuicrally 
ado[)ted. 1 1 will be observ(?(Uhai the quantity of Salt seized during the; year 
uudtM* r(‘port is much less tluin in tin* ])rcvious yc'ar, and that the propr/rtion of 
the (|uanlity eonriscat('d is not so favorable. The d(x*r(‘ase in the quantity s(uzed 
is, lln^ Board consider, a satisthetory proof that the Law and Salt Rule.s al*(^ now 
hotter understood and followed : tin? J.‘irg(? proportion of the quantity released 
is owing to fact that sev{?r.ul largo des])ateh(?s ol’ Salt wdneh had been very 
propejdy seiz(?d by tin? l^>liee, w(‘r«; al’terw'aj’ds released on the ground that no 
fraud was intended. This was specially the case in the Howrah and Midnapore 
Districts, in which the lawg(?st amount of seizures are shewn : in the former 
district two dcspatch(?s of 500 and 300 maunds w^ere released on the above 
ground ; and in the latter, six boat-loads containing 471 maunds 18 seers. 

10. Crises imtUfded under the Salt Latos. — The total number of cases 
instituted during the year for offences against the Salt I.iaws, in each district, 
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and their classification under the several Sections of the Act and Uulcs which 
were infringed, arc given in StaUnnents Nos. 1) and 10. It will be seen that the 
forms of these statements have been sJight.ly modified, so as to lu^ndcT tbcm 
more complete. 

1 1. Siatcineiit No. 0 shows that 1 ,281 cases were brought to trial during the 
year, as ec)m])a.i*ed with 1 ,321 cases of the jncA ious year, and tliat convictions were 
ohtainc’d in 1,120 cases, as com])arod niih 1,157 in 18G7-()8. With the excep- 
tion of th(i Howrah, Cuttack and Noacolly distiicis, there has been a decrease Of 
prosecutions in all other districts, llcgardiiig thc.^ increase and deereaso of 
prosecutions in tlu^ several districts, the Iiispet^tor General of Polieci has othu-ed 
the following nanarks : — “ It is at all times dilheult to ac(*-ouut saiisfaetorily for 
such tlucl nations, and a striking illustrat ion of this is to Ini found in the ])i*esent 
report. Plui distri(*ts in which thii adminisl.raiion has u))on the wliole heen Ijest, 
arc' 15alasoni and Noaciolly ; iii tlui former t here is a decr('as(» in the number of cases, 
in tlui latter a larg(i iiu;rease. Again, in the disl,ricts of Cuttach and Pooret', 
wli(M-e th(' conditions arc so nearly the same, the, resjilts ar{‘ (|uite ditfertmt. The 
detect ion and cure of a diseasci may Ini veay credita])l(i, hut th(i pia'vention of it 
is undouI)t,(idly still more so. ft is not always easy to detcinnuie whetluir either 
of tlies(‘ |)nn;i‘ss(is has In'cii goii'* through. The diseasci may exist to a much 
greatc'f <‘Yli*ut than has ))e(in r(*a]iz(‘d, and may b<? working iii scend ; or on the 
otlier hand, ciaidit may havci been taken for the prevention of what might 
n(iV(T have conic into exist('nce.” 

12. TIk' larg(i comparative decrease of 152 eases in the Balasoro Distrhit 
is a,tti‘ibui(‘d by the Insjicetor (haioral of Polie(i to the apiKmitimmt, of the 
Addiliotuil Preventive Police, samdiom'd by Goveiamn'iit about the latter end of 
1SG7-G8. On this point that olllcer writes as follows : — Smuggling was carried 
on to such an ext(Mit in this district, and the ywpi^iimity of the Tributary Mehal 
Estates utforded such an easy moans for dis])osal of t in? Salt, that it was deemed 
ne(iessary to give the district a Sp(‘cial Preyeutive Police. A force of one 
Insj)ecU)r, thhdy-two Head Constables and 101 Constabh's, was acccu’dingly 
sanctioned by Government. This forc(^ was enlist (sl in rianuary 18G8, and as 
soon as the imm wen? taught tlieir ])artieular duli<'S, they W(we ])r)sled at the 
dilTeront points along the Sea- board, aiul on thclVuuk llond which liad Ix'cn 
selected by tlie Local Authorith'S. The Chain of Posts established, enabled the 
keeping up of a eontinuous line of i^itri)ls, each one on the Sea,-])oard communi- 
cating with the TU'xt. A similar sysU*m was carried into ('Heel on the Trunk 
Hoad. With proper vigilance, it na.s iherofore impossible for any smuggling to 
exist, and no ‘ rims' into the Gurjhat Estates could be made.” 

13. In regard to the inm'i'aso both of cases and of sales for consnmjdion, 
in CuUaek, the InsiKX'tor General makes the following remarks The cases 
of illicit manufacture were nearly all of a petty house-hold eharacti'i- com- 
ing from villag(^s out-side the pri'A entivc line, Avhich has been formed for the 
eluxjking of smuggling. This shows that the people ftving within the line find 
it is hopeless attenpting to do much in that way, so ivcll watched are they 
by the Police. A large increase to the District Police was sanctioned during 
the year, for purely Salt Preventive vwk, consisting of one luspi.'clor, two 
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Sub- Inspectors, thirty-one Head Constables and 120 Constables, and the District 
Superintendent reports regarding it as follows : — ‘ I find from personal observa- 
tion in the Salt Lands that the moral effect of so close a line of Posts as we 
have established, is givat, and cannot but have exercised a strong check on 
smuggling and illicit manufacture.* The Preventive Porce is under the imme- 
diate charge of Mr. Assistant Superintendent Innes, and that officer spares him- 
self no trouble in keeping them up to their work. The increase of sales during 
the year is very marked, being maunds 34,593 in excess of the sales of the 
previous year ; tliis alone shows that the people are much more prosj)crous, and 
the Police more successful in keeping down illicit dealings,” 

14. Statement No. 10 shews that 1,956 persons were brought to trial during 
the year, as compared with 1,924 of the previous year, and that 1,670 person were 
convicted, as compared with 1,649. The large dccrcaso of 158 eases on account 
of .illicit manufacture is satisfactory^ The increase of cases under Sections 20 
and 21 of the Law as well as under Sections 39 and 40 of the Ilules would seem 
to show a closer supervision on the part of the Police and District OfHcers. It 
will be observed, that notwitlishinding the large receipts on account of fines and 
confiscations, no disbursements in the shape of rewards were made in the 
24-Pergunnahs, Midnaporc, Cuttack, Pooree, Noacolly and Jessore districts, and 
that the total sums disbursed in other districts was small. The explanations 
received in regard to the omissions to pay rewards have not been satisfactory. 
The attention of all District Oflicers has been called specially to the subject, and 
they are now required to call for and peruse the papers of all proceedings instituted 
for offences against the Salt Laws, and to pass orders in regard to the amount of 
the rewards to he disbursed from the fund. As regards previous action in this 
matter, vide paragraphs 66, 07 and 08 of the last year’s report. 

COMMISSIONERS OF DIVISIONS. 

15. Dacca Division. — ^'achergunge . — The quantity of Salt locally consum- 
ed in Backergimge, which is the only district in this division within the prescrib- 
ed limits, amounted during the year under review to maunds 2,05,897, against 
maunds 2,01,215 in the preceding year, being an increase of maunds 4,082. In 
Statement No. 7 appended to last year’s Report, the total consumption in Backer- 
gunge in 1867-08 was entered at maunds 1,96,437 ; this was owing to an error in 
reproducing the statistics for the third quarter, the figures have now been altered 
from maunds 44,975 to maunds 49,763. 

16. The following detailed table shews the number of Attraffoe Rowan nahs 
issued, the fees realized thereon, and the result of the cases instituted, together 
with the amount of fines realized, the quantity of Salt confiscated, and the amount 
of rewards disbursed to informers and apprehenders in 1608-09, as compared with 
1867-08 
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burned.

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Bcferring to the very large and marked decrease ia the quantity of Salt 
seized by the Police in this district, as shewn in Statement No* 8, the Inspector 
General of P^plice remarks as follows : — “ The severe examples made of venders 
selling Salt without protective documents have made that class very careful, for 
go whore you will in the most obscure and remote markets of the district they are 
to bo found with their Charchitteesy The decrease in the number of cases insti- 
tuted for infractions of the Law in tbis district, is also satisfactory. As regards 
the absence of any cases of illicit manufacture, the Inspector General states 
“ Fresh water exists every where in the district except on the Sea-board, where 
there is no population to speak of, and illicit manufacture to any extent is not 
carried on, for under the circumstances it would not be remunerative.** 

17. Chittagong Division — Chittagong , — ^The whole of the Government 
Stocks at the Chittiigong Dep6t having been cleared *way in the early part of 
18G7-()S, the several districts of the division have ever since been supplied w;ith 
Liverpool and Madras Kurkutcb Salts only, the importations of wliich at Chit- 
ttagong in 1808-69 amounted to maunds 2,71,405 and maunds 26,039 respectively, 
against maunds 1,72,036 and maunds 39,863 in 1867-68, The Liverpool impor- 
tations shew an increase of maunds 99,420 and those of Madras Kurkutcb a de- 
crease of maunds 3,824, the general results being a net increase of maunds 85,605, 
as compared with the importations of the previous year. 

18. The sales for consumption in Chittagong amounted to maunds 1,76,245 
against maunds 1,74,308 in 1807-68 being an increase of maunds 937 ; while the 
deliveries for other districts amounted to mannds 54,236 against maunds 38,578, 
being an increase of maunds ir),05S, The statistics regarding Wholesale and 
Attraffee Bowannabs, cases instituted, fines, &c., are given for both years in the 
following detailed table : —

It is satisfactory to notice in Statement No. 10, the large decrease of cases 
instituted during the year under the bead of illicit manufacture, the number 
being seven against forty in the previous year. On this subject the Inspector 
General remarks : — “ it is worthy of notice that from the island of Kootubdea 
which at the time of the formation of the new Police was the hot-bed of illicit 
manufacture, there has not been a single case during 18G8-C9.*’ 

19. The quantities of Salt received into Bond during the year under review 
amounted to maunds 2,91,655 against maunds 2,11,841 iir 18C7-G8, Referring to 
the remarks made by the late Collector of Customs, Chittagong, Mr. H. Thompson, 
in his annual report for 1807-08, copy of which was given in para. 41 
of the Board’s Salt Administration Report for that year, it is to be observed that on 
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reference since made by tbc Board, tbe Commissioner reports that there does not 
appear to have been any sufficient grounds to warrant the statements put forward 
by Mr. Thompson. This has already been communicated to Goverignent in para. 
5 of my letter No. B673 C., dated 12th April last. On this subject, Mr. Marshall, 
the present Collector of Customs, in submitting his annual report for 1868-G9 
writes as follows ; — ** There are now a few respectable Native Bonders, several of 
whom work in partnership, besides European Merchants, not finding a profitable 
sale when the ve.ssels arrive, bond the Salt until they get a better price for it, and 
all seem satisfied with the Salt Bonding system, obtaining here at present in con- 
formity in all respects with the Calcutta Buies.” The profits realized during the 
year from the rents levied from Bonders, over expenditure including the building 
of one new golah, and the repairs of thirteen others, was Its 1,759. 

20. With rofi'Tcnce tothc remarks made in paragraph 43 of last y(*nr’s Report 
on .the subject of wastage on hoard of vessels bringing out Salt from Liveipool, 
the Collector of Customs rc^ports that the wmstage on the entire quantity import- 
ed during the year, averaged per cent, only, which is considei-ably ladow the 
authorized rate. Mr. Marshall adds : — “ Tn reference to tlu^ suspc'ctc'd (‘ollusion 
hotweem the Bonders anrl Suhordinate Officers of the War('lious(% mentioned in 
the previous annual nqiort, I am carc^fully on the alert to obtain tlie clue to 
w^arrani ma in banding a case up for pros(H‘ution ; but up to the prcsc'iit tijiu^, I 
have discovered no evidence of collusion.” 

21. Noacollt/. — In this distri(*t, the local eonsumption amount'd during 
1868-09, to maunds 1,10,008, against maunds 1,08,110 in the pnjceding year, 
being an increase of maunds 2,189, wdiieb, witli the iiicrefiso in Chittagong, 
makes a total of maunds 3,120 for the division, against a de(a’eas(‘ in 1807-0S, 
as (3ompared with iht* sah^s in the previous twelves months, of mauuds 21,020, 
This mark(*d im])rovemeut in the year undcT re]>ort, the Commissioner attri])utes 
“ to the Additional Police enterlained in the districts of Chittagong and Noaeolly, 
the results in the latter case being spcjcially marked in the islands watched by 
the Additional Police.”

Regarding the increase of cases instituted in this district, principally on 
account of illicit manufacture and possession of Salt, the Inspector Gen( 3 ral 
remarks as follows: — “The Police did not pay ju’oper attention to their Salt 
Preventive Duti(3S, and no doubt illicit manufacture was (tarried on to a consider- 
able extent. Matters Wont on much in the oldstyhi, till the end of the second 
quart er of the year under review, when the District Superintendent, Baboo 
Juggodisli Nath Roy, gave the subject Ids attention, and his former experience 
in the Salt Department enabled him to show the Police how to work.” 
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Statements Nos. 9 and 10 show that the aetion of the Police was well 
directed, as convictions were obtained in fifty-nine cases out of seventy-five 
brought to trial It is to he much regretted that no encourageuu'iit. was given 
by the Collector to the Police and informers, generally, by th(i dishursemeui of 
rewards. The Collector’s atlcTation has been already called to the sul)j(‘et. 

23. Eeferring to the Ilaiteeah Salt, to which allusion was made in para- 
graph 28 of the ‘'Salt Administration lleport” for 18(>a-(>7, the Board have now 
to report, that owing to the influx into the nuirket, of Liverpoed Salt, fh(‘- ])ur- 
chasei* was unable to dispose of the tmtire Rto<*k, 'within the term of Ids ])ond, 
which expired in Se])tem1)er 18G7. It was accordingly deemed aflvisa])le to fnke 
over and destroy the unsold balance, which, on wcdgliment in January ISOS, was 
found to be maunds 1,090, leaving au excess deficiency, after allowing liberally 
for wasiag(‘, ol’ maunds to accounted for. P’or tin'- amount of duty 

(Pts. LOiO-lOJi) ]):ivahlii on this quantity, and a sum of its. 1,813-2-0 
whicli was din* bv the ]Hircliasi‘r on aeefniiit of duty on sales pri'adously eifected 
by liim, a liond payable by instalnnaits of Us. 508 each, was laki'n from bini 
by tliii Collector on the 28th Pebniary 1808. During the year 1808-09, three 
instalments, aggri'gating Its. 1,701 'were realized. Ibis amount r(‘i))*e.sents, 
the duty on a. quantity of maunds 521 whidi has been included in Sl.atemimt 
No. 111. given in paragi*a[)h 3 of tliis lU'jiort. On an a})]>(‘al lately pi\^seal(*d by 
llie Bonder, the Board have consented to waive the balance of the claim in 
rxccordance with tin*- agri'enn'iit taken on the 28th of Peliriiary 1808, on tho 
iniincdiate payiiu'nt of Ils. GOO by tliii Bonder. 

2t. PuESiDEXcY Dcvtston. — '^^UTergunnahs. — ^TIk' sales for consumption 
in this (listri(!t amounted to maunds 1,89,589, against maunds 1,85,811 in the 
pri'vioLis year, being an increase of maunds 3,718. 

25. Jiixeise maiuiract ure Avas reywed during the yi-ar in this distrhd, by Hr. 
Kennedy, who ob(ain(‘d a license for tin*, mariiifaci ure of a ni.aximum quantity 
of maunds 30,000 in Jlajeepore. Bi'foro, hoAvewer, Hr. Kemu'dy could com[)l(‘l,e 
bis arrangemeuts for eoiunK'ucing the Avork, 1 Ik ^ season had far advaucfxh and 
at ils (dose in June last, he liail only sueceexhal in maiiufaeturing inaunds 9,050. 
TJ]) to tln^ close of the oOudal year, tin* manuiaetiire did not exceed maunds 
3,087-30. Hr. Kennedy lias ivcently ohtaincxl a fresh lie-eiise for the manufac- 
ture during the ensuing season of a maximum quantity of maunds 30,0t)0. 


2(). Ibc folloAving comparatiA'e table furnishes the nee-essary abstract 
information regarding Attratfee llowaiiiiahs, cases instituted, fines, &c., for the 
past two years : — 
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The Inspector General of Police states, that illicit manufacture of Salt is 
caniecl on, but to a ¥(*17 limited extent in this district. It will be observed that 
the number, of prosecutions on account of tliis offence is the same as that of 
the previous year, wliilc with the exception of ])i*osecutions under Hide tO, there 
has been a doeivasc in all other cases. Statements Nos. 9 and 10 show that 
tlic results of ])roseeutions were "onorally favourable. The Inspector General 
adds, bowev('r, tliat as Mr. Shuttleworth, an Officer of j^^cat ('xperience in Salt 
matters, lias now taken charge of the District Police, improved action in the way 
of prevention, may be expecied. 

27. The outstanding balances alluded to in paragraph 3t of last year’s 
report, liave bei'u writtim off to profit and loss, ride Government Orders 
No. 137, dated 13tb January 1800. 

28. Jemn'o. — The loeal consumption of Salt in this district amounied 
to mainids 88,721, against, maunds 85,005 in 18()7-G8, being an inen‘as(i of 
luaunds 3,()5(). The atiovi'. quantity of maunds 88,721 is, liowiwer, l(‘s's than the 
total consumplioTi during the t\v<‘ive mouths, from April IHOi) to JMareli 1807, 
by maunds 8,1 GO. The cause of the falling olf, as explaiiK'd by tln^ Colh'ctor of 
Jess()r(' in a hdler to the address of tlu‘ Ctimmissioner of tln^ division, dat(‘(l tlu^ 
I2II1 February last, would aiipear to be oAving to tin* ojipreHsive ajiiilication of 
the Salt LaAV and Hides in that district. The Coili^etor nn'iitions two ins1an(*es 
in wlu(‘h the enforeinucnt of the Haw as undiTstood and carried out by the 
Police, bad bei'ji ])r()duciiA-e of injurious effects, and weri^ caleidati'd to reduce 
the* eonsurnplion of Sail. Firaihj — he stated that lh(‘ |)r()visi()n.s of S(‘e( ion 21 
of the Salt Law had been held to mean that a Vender of Salt n as bound to 
malc(^ an immediate entry ,of all sales on bis Howanuali, tin' result of this 
reading of the Section b('ing an undue iiitinffcu’enco on tJi(‘ ])art of tin* i^>liee 
and great oppr(‘ssi on to the people more esjiecialJy to the juxu'er class of Salt 
AVndors Avho, for the most iiart arc unable to read and write. Second hf - tlu^ 
Collector pointed on t that under the ])r()visions of Section 18 of tin* Salt. Law, 
itiiiei'aiii AViulors of Salt, Avho sell at the diffi‘r<*iit markets had Ix'cii prohibiled 
by the Polici*, from r(*turning to their homes Avitb any oJ* the Salt wbieh remain- 
ed unsold, siiuii* one route only Avas mentioin^d in Iheii* HoAvaunahs. 

29. On re(*(‘iving a copy of the above communication from tli(^ Commis- 
sioner, the Board at once addn'ssed the Inspector General of Police on the 
subji'ct. On till* first point, tln^ Board explained that the words of tln^ Ijjiw arc, 
that any vendor Avho wilfaliy or ncgligenilij omits to certify his sales on the 
back of bis HoAvaimab shall be liable to punislnru'iit, and that to hold that (his 
required an immediate cjilry of eacli sale before a Aamdcr, avIio is surrounded by 
custonuTs, proceeds to make a second sale, Ai as an uiiAi aiTantable and strained 
construction of tin? LaAA% and oj>x)osed to previous rulings of tlic Board, as eom- 
muniealed to that Gffieor. Tlic Inspeidor General, Avas requested accordingly to 
issue strict ord(‘rs to bis subordinates, to relax .the lu'occdurc of requij-ing 
iuimcdiale entries of sale, and to riffrain from interfering with vendors as long 
as sal(‘s Averc recorded at the close of each day. 

30. On the second point, the ailention of tlio Inspector General Avas 
drawn to the fact, tliat undi’r, the rules the Board arc authorized to di-aw up and 
issue forms of prolecliA^o documents, and that th(‘rc Avas nothing in the existing

It is to he hoi)f?d, tliat th(' jtsuU, of 
these measures will result in a jnarkcjd increasci of (*oiisii nipt ion in this disiriet 
during the current year, as coinpar(‘d Avith the sales of 18G(S-C9. 

31. The statistics regarding the issue of AltraiTi-e rtoAvannah forms, the 
cases instituted, &c., Avill h(‘ found in tln^ following table : —

in the quantity of Salt seizetl, and a inarl\(‘(l iiiiproNtMiient in thf‘. ([iiantity con- 
liseated, as coinpan'd Avith the ligiii’es y){‘ (he jirevioiis yi'ai*. I'he results slunvii 
in SlateuK'nts Nos. 9 and 10 ar(‘. v(‘ry favorable. As eoinjiarc'd ai ith the -jirevunis 
yc^ar, there Avas a d('erease of forty-six pros(*ciitions, and ('onvictions A\ere 
obtained in lOG eas(‘s out of 117 Avhich A\ere disposed of during tlie year. 

32. JloiiDAVAN Divtslox. — Hoicroh, — In this distrid the sah's for eon- 
sumption amounted to maunds 10,Gj.l, against niaunds 11,091 in 18G7-0S, 
th(^ decrease in the annual consiinqilion, aniounling to maunds IjOoO. TJio 
(k)lli‘etor has not assigned any special cause* for Jlys dccrc*as(*, nor has he stated in 
Avhat, part of the district the falling oh' occiuTtul. A n^port Las since ht‘eu 
called for through the Commissioner, 

33. The total quantity of Salt seiz(‘d during tin* yc'ar, Avas maunds 825-25 
of Avhieh maunds 500 \A'('re reloase'd in one case*, and maunds 300 in anotlier. 
The Tuliee did thidr duty in both instances in seizing the Salt, which was aftcr- 
AAards released as, though the rules had hccu inlTiugcd, it. Avas found, that no 
fraud had Ix'e'U practis(‘.d. The (juaiitity (‘oiitiscated, viz., maunds 25-25 corres- 
ponds pretty nearly with that conliscai ul ui the preHunling year.

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It will be observed from Statement No. 10, that there has been an increase 
of six cases of illicit manufacture during the year. On this subject th(' Inspector 
General of Police remarks, that illicit manufacture in this district, Avhen it is 
attempted, is on a very small scale, and only practised by the poore^it class for 
home consumption, and not for profit by sale, and then only in the most remote 
corners of tlu^ district. Tlie result of prosecutions appears to have been veiy 
satisfactory, convictions having been obtained in 28 cases out of 30 disposed of. 

35. Ifldnapope . — The sales for consumption in this district amounted to 
maiiJids 1,17,140, against maunds 1,44,510, in 1807-08, being an increase of 
inaunds 2,0;U) regarding whicJi, the Commissioner observes as follows This 
I'orins so very inconsiderable a percentage upon the whole amount of sales, that 
no ])ai'ticular explanation for it ne('d h(i looked fur. I’lie Collector thinks that 
it is nothing more tlian the natural expansion of the trade, ai’ising from increase 
of population, and the greater material prosperity of tlie ])e()])le. ile is also of 
opinion, that the inev<'aso woidd have been consid(Ta])ly largcT than it is, ii* it 
had not been for lh<i inundation of the last year, wliieh not only t(‘injK)rai'ily 
ill! j)Overi shed a eousidca’ahh^ mimher of tlie population, hid, also pai'alyzed the 
inti'j’ual eommuideatioii for sonu^ time, and thus at onei^ aiTi'ctiHl lh(‘ punthasing 
power of th(' pcoph', and facilitii's for delivery on tlie part of dt*al('i*s.’’ 

3(>. The seizures of Salt during the year amounted to maunds 50^-25-^* 
of whieli maunds 73-20-13 were (umlisi'ated, and maunds 472-23-2 were rdi'ased. 
Of lids latter (piaiitily, maunds 471-1 8-0 wore released in ouecas(‘, as tlu're was no 
din'ct (‘videucc at Ukj ti'ial lo ])rove that the defendant had wilfully eonimil !((1, or 
.had iul(Mid(‘(l to eommit, an udraction of the law. In this case also 11 h‘ J’olita' 
did their duly in seizing the Salt.

It will he observed from Statoinent No. 10, that whereas the number of eases 
of illi(;it manufaidure have greatly increased during the year undi'r reA ie>v, 
as (5om])ar(.‘d with 1807-08, tlienumher of cases of unlawful possession and trans- 
port has (jonsiderahly diminished. The CommisiomT ri‘ports, tliat ho regards this 
as a hopeful sign, and as tending to show that those who violate tlie law arc 
detected and brought to justice at the carlic'st stages of the offence. It will be 
sc(‘n from Statinncnt No. U tliat the jiroportion of cases in which convictions we]*e 
obtained, is fully 90 per cimt of th(i institutions. It is to he much regretted 
that out of the largo sum of Us. 1,507 realized in the shape of fines iind for- 
feitures, no re/wards wei’e disbursed; the atleution of ilu? Colleetor, who had 
neglected his duties in this ijarticular, has been draw’u to the subject. 
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38. During tlie year, an application was sunnuttea me uoard by the 
Naib Zemindar of 1 ergunnab Soojamootali in this district, for a license to 
manufacture a maximum quantity of maunds 25,000 of Salt under the Excise 
B/ules. The place which had been selected for tlie manufa cturing operations was 
found from natural causes, to afford much facility for smuggling, and a stronger 
preventive establishment than is ordinarily required, was consequently deemed 
necessary to watch the works : this arrangement did not apparently suit the ap- 
plicant, and the license which had been granted subject to the above condition, 
was cancelled. 

39. The sales of Government Salt from the several glints of the Ilidgcllee 
Depot, amounted to maunds 65,318 against mannds 3,74,833 in the previous 
year. The comparison, however, is not a fair one, seeing that the latter 
quantity includes large purchases which were made by two or three of the 
Calcutta Salt Merchants, apparently only to secure ihe stocks of the ghi'its 
nearest to Calcutta, the stocks of Sulkc^ah having been sold. A large portion 
of these piircliases was left to bo cleaned in 1SG8-60. 

40. OiiissA Division.— (consumption in this district during 
the year undeer review, amounted to mannds 1,53,713, ngainst maunds 1,19,120 
in 1807-68, the incrccase of maunds 3.1-, 503 being equal io 22i per ceui on the 
total sakes. The causes oC this marked iiuTcaso, .as ah^oady (explained* in 
para,. 13 oC this r(cport, at’e stated by the Inspector General of Police to be the 
ini])rov{‘d condition of tli(c picople, and the su(ic(»ss of the Polheo in keceping 
down illicit dealings in Salt. Tbte ComniLssioiK'r in alluding t© the sn])jeet in 
his annual report, writes as follows : — “ The iTHcneaso is as(n*ibo(l to the more 
pccrfcct sup])rcssion of smuggling. I think this inny liavo something to do with 
it, hut I have no doubt the Excise Stocks hiAdng been more (eonveniently 
distributed thioughout llalasore and (hit tack, has, in a manner, (.‘ondiua'd to 
incnmsc consumption ; and tliat also more accurate r(‘(urns arc obtained from 
dealers than was formerly the ense,”

It is satisfactory to notice the large increase in the issues of wholesale 
and Attraifee Rowannahs, as an indication of the improved condition of the 
people. As regards the increase of prosecutions for offences against the Salt 
Laws, already referred to in para. 13, the Commissioner states, that as usual the 
cases were for the most part of the most petty dcscripiion. Only one case 
of importance was brought to light, in which 52 maunds 15 seers of Salt 
were seized being unprotected in a boat in the Kursoale River. It was nevt^r 
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distinctly shewn where the Salt had been procured, but it had probably been 
buried in one of the Aurungrs at the time of manufacture. The parties con- 
- cemcd, 27 in number, were all convicted. 

42. In connection with this subject, the Collector has drawn the attention 
of the Commissioner to “ the inconvenience of having Officers not empowered 
to try Salt Cases, posted to the sub-divisions.” At present” adds the Collector, 
‘^only an Officer with full powers can dispose of such cases, but at two sub-divi- 
sions, viz., Jugguising])orc and Kendraparah, there are now two Officers with 
only special powers. Consequently all the cases, from those suh-divisions have 
to he sent either to Cuttack or Jajipore, harassing unnecessarily, the witnesses 
and prisoners, and taking up the time of tlic Police, the result l)(uug in ihe 
majority of eases, a few rupees fine. I have before rcprescntiid this suhj(‘ct, hut 
notliiug W'Jis done ; every day the iueonvenience is more and more fidt.” The 
Board bog to call tlic attention of Government to IIh^so remarks, though they 
were not noticed by th(5 Commissioner in his rc'port. Tlie result of pros(;eutions 
was very favorable, convictions having been obtained in 334 cases oui. of 304 
brought to trial. 

43. Although threo licenses were issued for the manufacdiin^ of Salt 
in this district, only one manufacturer carried out his intentions. TJiiswas 
proha’oly ov^‘iJlg to tbc proximity of the Governmemt Sioidvs in the Poorco 
district. During the year niauuds 80,190 were cleared from tJuvse slocks for 
consumption in Cuttack. The total quantity made in 1808-09, thus fell short of 
the man ufaet lire of the previous year, by maniiils 15,^41. This falling olf, 
however, was not of much consi^pumcc, as there was a large stocK of the 
previous season, in addition to the importations fromPooreo, available to meet the 
wantsof the district. Tlie m an tiffictiirc during the curnmt year, will it is expect- 
ed, contrast favorably with that of the past year, five licenses for a total produce 
of maimds 1,22,000 having already been taken out,, against tliree last year, for 
a total quantity of maunds 70,000, of wdiich two for maimds 40,000 were 
thrown up. 

44. Foorec . — This is the only district of the Orissa Division, where there 
is a stock of Government Salt. Tlic total storage at the commencement of 
1SG8-09, amounted to maunds 5,17,511, . of which maunds 1,84,209 were sold, 
and maunds 7,914 WTittcu olf diuing the year, leaving maunds 3,25,388 in 
store at the close of the year, ^’ith the view to clear the dep6t, it was 
resolved to dispose of a lac of maunds of the Pungah Stock under certain 
concessions, as no sales of this description of Salt had been effected at 
the Poorec Golalis, for some time past. By a public notification issued 
in Pehruary last, maunds 1,00,000 of Pungah were made available to the 
public for export on payment of the value of the Salt only, Eupees 60 per 
hundred maunds, the duty being payable at the port of importation, either imme- 
diately on arrival, or subsequently, in the event of the Salt being bonded, as 
ch'uranccs were efi'ected . There was another condition stipulated, to wit, that 
no portion of the Salt would he allowed to be rc-imported into tlic Orissa Divi- 
sion. Up to date only one tender has been made of the value of maunds 3,000 
hut the applicant has not as yet executed the necessary bond. 
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45. The sales for local consumption amounted to maimds 63,058 against 
maunds 55,322 in 1867-GS, being an increase of maunds 7,73G, wliicli as in the 
case of Cuttaclc may be attri)3ut<3d to the vigilance of the Police, and the im- 
proved condition of the people. 

4G. The following table shews the number of Attraffoo Rowannah forma 
issued, the number of cases instituted, the lines realized, &c : —

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Tlierfi is a doereasc in tlic issues of AtfrafTc'c Rowanuahs, whieli is attribut- 
abl(.‘ to th(j falling olf in the exports of tin' Government Salt bought wholesale 
from tlio Pooreo golalis to Cuttack iiudcM* AtiratTiu^s. The decline in the 
nuinb(?r of cases instil iiI^mI, more (‘.s])(H*ially for the illicit maimfactnre of Salt, 
and the (Hmsequeni decrease of fines and confiscations, is no doiiht, the r(;sult 
of tli(i watchfnlnoss now exorcised hy the additional l\)]i(^e, and the l)ettor means 
wliich Mio peo])le ]ioss(‘ss wluTOwith to sui>ply tluMiisclvcs willi licit Salt. The 
geiK'ral result of th(' prosecutions was very favorahh', convictions having been 
obtained in forty-four out of forty-eight cases disposc'd of. 

47. There lias hitherto hi'en no excise inannfaetnre in this district. Last 
Tear an alt (‘iu])t was made by two parties to^hitrodncc the excise systian in 
lVm‘C, when', the Chilha Lak(' would afford a tine field for tln^ produce of Salt ; 
and wit, li this view, tw() licenses for a lac of maunds each wen' taken out. hy them. 
The lieens('s wore, hovvawer, su1)s(‘([ncntly caucedh'd, in consequence of the 
Government Stocks, o.s the district OITieer re] >orts, being still too heavy an 
incubus on this cnb'rprizo.’* Throe otluT parties liavc now taken out licenses 
for the ensuing season, for a total nianufact-ure of maunds 45,000, The Com- 
missioner writing on t.his subject says ‘‘ T do not think tlu' manufacture under 
license will ever much increase until the Madras, Central Pi-oyince and Beiigal 
duties are assimilated. It may contiuuc to a suHicicut extent for local 
consumption only.’* 

48. Balcmre . — ^Thc quantity of Salt consumed in this district during the 
year amounted to maunds 48,133 against maunds 40,048 in 1SG7-GS, the in- 
crease of maunds 7,134 which is satisfactory, is attributed })y the Collector to 
the same cause as that which iiulue.ed the increases in Cuttack and Pooree, viz., 
the more perfect suppression hy the Police of smuggling. The further remarks 
on this subject made in para. 30 apply to this district also, 

40. The manufacture in Balasoro under the Excise Rules, amounlc'd to 
maunds 50,573 against maunds 1,01,027 in 18G7-G3. The falling off whieli is 
equal to about forty-one per cent, is attributed by the Collector, to a large portion 
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of the previous year’s stock having remained unsold. The sales, however, 
were considerably in excess of those of the previous year, as shewn in 
Statement No. C, being maunds 00,656 a gainst 27,719. The manufacture in 
1869-70 promises well, twelve licenses having already been issued for a total 
maximum produce of maunds 1,64,000, against ten, for maunds 1,22,000 taken 
out in 186S-69, out of which two for a total manufacture of maunds 14,000 
were abandoned. 


60. The statistics regarding the issues of Wholesale and Attraffee 
Rowannahs, the Cases instituted, &c., are given in the following table : —

No explanation has been offered by either the District Officer or tlio Commis- 
sioner, of the falling off* in the issues of Attraffee llowannah forms, whieli is to l)e 
regretted. The decline in the number of cases instituted, and the consequent 
falling off in the fines and confiscations has been already refiiTcd to in ])ara. 12. 
The result of prosecutions was generally favorable, convictions having been 
obtained in 278 cases out of 311 disposed of. 

61. SULKEAU Dzvut,— G overnment Salt,— The. entire stock of Govern- 
ment Salt was sold in 1807-68, less ibe usual margin for wastage, as re])orted 
in para. 11 of last year’s report; the deliveries, however, liave continued 
throughout 1868-69. In August 1808, the Board permitted the purchaser of 
a large quantity, to bond tlie uncleared portion, maunds 51,278, from Avliicdi 
clearances have since been made, the storage at the close of the year 18G8-G9 
amounting to maunds 30,089. Of the quantity reserved to cover the wastage 
on the large purchase above mentioned, maunds 2,289 were found to he avail- 
able for sale per golah accounts, at close of the year 1868-69. 

52. Bonded Salt in Government Golaks . — The storage on 1st April 
1868 amounted to maunds 11 ,36,646 The total quantity received in the golahs 
during the year was maunds 16,78,987 against maunds 16,90,173 in the previous 
year. The cJoaranccs amounted to maunds 8,21,010 leaving maunds 19,84,726 in 
store at the close of the year. The a])ove figures shew a slight falling off in the 
receipts, as compared with those of the previous year : bonding operations, how- 
ever, have considerably increased since the last quarter of 1868-69, the receipts 
during w^hich aggregated maunds 8,29,606, or a moiety of the entire quantity 
bonded during the previous year. This sudden and rapid increase in the 
demand for storage room, has I'cndered it necessary to make use of the golahs, 
which were reserved for the East Indian Railway Company. 

63. Bonded Sail in Brivaie Golalhs . — ^The golahs on the IIovTah side 
of the river having been cleared, as reported in para. 14 of last year’s report, 
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a lew golahs on the Calcutta side only remain stored with private 8;dt. On the 
1st April 1808, the total storage was inaimds 33,100; maunds 15,728 were 
reeeivtid in the golahs during 1808-00; and maunds 11, 300 were cleared during 
^^lic yeai*, against maunds 2,12,705 in 1807-08, leaving maunds 5,940 in store 
at the close of 1808-09. 

54. OolaJi i^m/.~The realizations of golah rent from Bonders have 
steadily increased, the total receipts during the year having amoimtcd to 
lliipees 53,075-11-3 against llupecs 30,721-10-0 in 1867-68, being an increase of 
llupees 22,354-1-3. The above amount is exclusive of the rents due for March 
1800, which amount to Itiipt^es 0,338-4-3. llie realizations on account of 
Government Salt amounted to B-iipoos 4,137-11-0, against Bupeofi ^1,000-1-3 
in tli('. jmn ious year. The Collector of Customs to wliom llic Siiperintendtuit 
of the Sulkcah Golalis is siiliordiuatc, in submitting his annual report, states 
tliat “ the r(‘gularity witli wliieh the liills for golah rents arc now realized, 
is very er('dital)le to Mr. KiernaiidcT’s supervision.'' 

55. ll(‘hiiTing to the remarks made in pain. 18 of last year’s report, it is 
sat isfactory to notice that the Board’s anticipations, that t lic golalis would before 
long not only be self-supporting, but- be a source of ]>rolit to GovtTnuK'ni, have 
been rcalizt'd. The total receipts diu*ing the year amouuied to Bupc'cs oS, 1.03-1 3-0 
wbiJ(‘- the total charge on account of Estaldislnnent and cAmtingeiicies, was 
only Bupoes 32,151-12-1 leaving a saving of Bupecs 25,952-0-11, from Avliiclr, if 
a sum of B upces 10,994-1-7 be deducted on account of original woihs and 
re]niirs carried out liy the Public Works Bepartiuout, a net prolit remains 
ot* Bupces 14,958-9-5.

50. Bonptng Buies. — T he revised Rules which were approAvd, in GoATrri- 
meiit Ordtu's No. 2140, dated 3r<l August 1808,. have Avork(‘d will at »Sulkeah, 
and Bonders are g(‘nerally satisfied Avith ilit* rc'sult (d‘ (Indr o])crnl ions. Tln^ 
a|)])lieaiion of these rules has been laiidy extended to tin' ('liiltagong and 
Balason' Disiihds. At Siilkeah, during tin* year uiuhT i'cn i('w, a ejiarg(‘. ol' 
defrauding the GoAa'runieiit Avas imderred by the Siijx'i'inteiuh'nt, against ;i. 
AV(‘iglmiau ; the oUender was tried by the Bv.'jmly Magistrate ol J low rail, and 
sentenc(‘d on eoiiAietioii, to one year’s rigorous imjirisonment. The i'revcailive 
Oilici'i’ also Avlio was superv isiug the AVi'igbiuents, and iaihA to (h'li'et tin; fraud, 
Avas d ism issi'd from, t-lic service. In vH*d(*r to sccun' a elosta* supervision ov(‘r 
(he Ulnccrs engaged ill the didivin-y of Salt, the Board have ordered ten per 
cent of all weighnimits to be tested for the futui-c by the 8u2Jeriiiieiidcut or 
his l)(‘puty at the- chock scales, 

57. Salt Manual. — Great inconvenience having been hdt, from llie. 
Avant of correctly prepared Salt Ret unis and statistics of consumption, from 
District- Otficers, and gimerally of uniformity of procMnlure, the Board drmv up 
a s(it of rules and instructions to Colh^ctors, in connection with tlui adminis- 
tration of the Salt Department. In submitting the Manual for the apjiroval of 
Governnieni, opportunity was taken losuggc'st s(‘v<Tal ebangas in the SaltRul(‘s 
published ill the Notilicatiou of the iTth Juno 1807. These- sugg(‘.sti()ns 
and the JManual avi'ih'. approved in (lovernnumt Orders No, 775, dated 24th 
February 1809. Copies of the Manual have b(‘en eireulatcd to Commissioners 
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and Collectors of districts within the saliferous tracts, and the Inspector General 
of Police, Lower Provinces, and properly drawn up returns are now furnished 
to this office, 

68, Ganjam Salt. — In their letter No. 4634} C, dated 23rd October 1868, 
the Board submitted their report on the subject of the preventive measures to 
be adopted for the repression of illicit traffic in Salt between the Madras 
Pronticr and the Cuttack Tributary Mehals, and the Provinces lying beyond 
them. Tlic Board after reviewing in detail, the two schemes suggested by the 
Commissioner of Imperial Customs in the North-Western Provinces, and the 
Commissioner of the Orissa Division, recommended the latter with certain 
modifications. No orders have hitherto been received on the above report. 

69. Eefuni) op Dutv on Salt lost by Boat-wiieck. — During the year 
under review eight ajijdications for refund of the duty which had been paid on a 
total quantity of maunds 2,015-16-0 of Salt stated to have been lost by boat- 
wreck, were received, against seventy-eight applications, in respect of a total 
quantity of maunds 08,295 pri^ferred in 1807-08. Of the eight applications 
above mentioned, three were r<qected, and rcTiind in five cases in respect of 
maunds 981, were sanctioned after the usual careful inquiiy.
